Chicago is one of 
the three best hunting 
grounds for burglars 
in the United States. 
The other two are 
Kansas City and the 
state of California. 
At least that is the 
only conclusion to be 
drawn from the fact 
that anywhere else in 


the United States one can ge his household 
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_ goods insured against burglary fof a pre- 
mium charge of $12.50 per $1,000 of insur- 
ande, while in Chicago and the other two ill 


favored localities it will cost him $18 a thou-

“cago as in other big cities would seem to be 
an indictment of the Chicago police force, 


 thongh detailed figures may be lacking to 


justify it. 
But that the private watchmen of Chicago 


are woefully deficient—as compared with 
those of other cities—is apparent from the 
reports of the National Association of Fire 
Underwriters. These private watchmen are 
supposed to show that they regularly make 
their rounds by “ pulling boxes located at 


- ’ various points on their respective beats. 


In Chicago there was, when this report 
was made, twice as many delinquencies 
per box as the average in other cities. 


: Three times as many Chicago watchmen 


overlooked the time, twice as many 
were “too busy” to pull the box, three 
times as many simply quit their jobs and 
“went home.” 

E rates for burglary insurance are 

compiled by a rating bureau in New 
York, and are accepted by all companies 
which write burglary insurance. They 
represent the best judgment of the people 


who are professionally and financially in- 


terested in burglary losses. 

Furthermore, judged by the same stand- 
ard, there is more chance that a house 
will be burglarized in Chicago today than 
there was ten or twelve years ago, when 

an increased number of burglaries forced 
the insurance companies to raise their 
rates in this city. 
The same teadency to increase the rates 
on burglary insurance in Chicago is shown 
in the premiums charged for protection on 
* mercantile stocks. Nine years ago the 
rate charged for burglary insurance on 
wtocks of goods in store buildings ranged 
from $20 per thousand on furniture to $36 
a thousand on furs, which are apparently 
the one class of merchandise most likely 
to be stolen. In 1912 the rate on furs 
was $44.80 per $1,000 of insurance.

TALK OF $20,000,000 STATION 
TO REPLACE THE DEARBORN. 


Rumor Spreade at City Hall Coincident 
with Return of John F. Wallace to 


Make Report. 


Coincident with the return of John F. Wal- 
lace, who will make a report to the city coun- 


cil committee on railway terminals tomorrow — 
the rumor that a $20,000,000 station is to be 


built by the roads using the present Dearborn 
station, was current in the city hall. 

Mr. Wallace has been in the east gathering 
data from various roads on which to base 
his findings. He will submit his report to the 
terminal committee at a meeting called by 
Ald, Ellis Geiger for tomorrow. 

Ald. Lawley of the committee on local in- 
austries said he had heard the rumor ofa 
new station. He added that if the recent 
ordinances ordering the widening of Polk 
street and granting permission to the term- 
inal company to operate two additional 
tracks across Taylor street and Plymouth 
place, were passed, it undoubtedly was to 
permit such a structure being built. 

He declared company should be do- 
pelled to submit its plans to the terminal 
committee the same as the Pennsylvania com- 
pany had. 

„There is no ground for such a theory.“ 
said Frederic A. Delano. We merely are

Mexico City, Oct. 18.—Provisional President 
Huerta has not resigned, nor has he fied 


| from the capital. When seen at the national 


palace this afternoon he said he had no in- 
tention of doing either. 

When I resign,” Gen. Huerta said, “ it 
will be to seek a resting place six feet in the 
soll. When I flee the capital it will be to 
shoulder a rifle and take my place in the ranks 
to fight the rebels. 

This was President Huertas answer to 
queries as to whether there was any founda- 
tion for the reports which‘ have freely circu- 
lated in the capital and found their way to 
the United States. k 

Still on the Job. 

Gen. Huerta looked the picture of health 
and energy. Attired in a new dark sack suit, 
he greeted the correspondent with extreme 
cordiality, motioned him to a seat, asked for 
a cigaret, and listened to the explanation of 
the motive for the visit. 

“So it is reported that I have fied,” the 
president said. 
that I am here at my posp To say that I 
have resigned or intend to resign is an abso- 

“Should the elections, which will be held 
as I have promised, indicate another for the 
presidency, I shall step aside. Until that 
time you will and me here complying with 
my promices te the nation, which are to re- 
establish peace, within the law if possible, 
but to reSstablish peace.“ 

President Huerta interspersed his talk with 
anecdotes illustrative of his points. 


Has Plenty of Money, He Says. 

„Another thing.“ the president said, “I 
have money for my requirements. Don’t 
think that I haven't.“ 

“Where did I get {t? My secret!” he re- 
sponded, tapping his chest with a satisfied 
mile. But I have it.” 

On the question of pacification he declared 
that before the end of the month the govern- 
ment would have retaken Torreon and made 
headway toward the pacification of the state 
of Durango. 

“Tt have 8,000 men at Hipolito,” the presi- 
dent said, moving on Torreon and 2,000 
more are proceeding north from Zacatecas.” 

In reply to a suggestion that further ru- 
mors were afloat to the effect that a troop 
train proceeding to Torreon had been blown 
up, he exclaimed: 

% More lies! Nothing of the kind has oo- 
curred,"’ 

In the opinion of Gen. Huerta, the sensa- 
tional rumors have originated with the ene- 
mies of the administration in the capital and 
elsewhere for the effect they would have 
with the revolutioniats. 


Try Seventy-four Deputies, 

Seventy-four of the 110 members of the 
Mexican chamber of deputies arrested by 
erder of Huerta on Oct. 10 were formally 
arraigned before the second judge of the fed- 
eral district who has had charge of the in- 
vestigation into the cases. 

The charges entered against. the deputies 
today were all for political offenses desig- 
nated by the law as rebellion, sedition, and 
„ insults to important public functionaries. 

Gen. Dias Reaches Havana, 

HAVANA, Oct. 18.—Gen. Felix Diaz ar- 
rived here today from Europe on board the 
steamer Corcovado. He was greeted on the 
deck of the vessel by Sefior de la Garza, who 
was recently appointed Mexican consul gen- 
eral at Paris and who endeavored to persuade 
him to discontinue his journey to Mexico, te 
which advice Gen. Diaz refused to listen. 


NO WORD FROM MEXICO, 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 18.—[Special.}— 
Preseldent Wilson received no confirmation 
today from Charge O'Shaughnessy at Mex- 
ico City or Special Dnvoy Lind at Vera Cruz 
of the report that Gen. Huerta has tendered 
his resignation to the Mexican cabinet. This 
resulted in a tendency among the president's 
advisers to believe that the dictator has aban- 
doned for the present the thought of abdicat- 
ing the powers he now possesses. 

Standing out in the discussion among offi. 
clals of the plan attributed to Huerta was 
the construction that he, if he resigns at all, 
will do so merely to remove the constitutional 
inhibition against a provisional president be- 
coming a candidate to succeed himself and 
thus open the way for him to run in the com- 
ing elections. 

| Enters a Protect. 

The only dispatch from Mexico to President 

Wilson was one from O’Shaughnessy which 


described a conference between himself and | 


the Spanish minister yesterday. The min- 
ister took up the matter of the deaths of a 
number of Spaniards at Torreon and ex- 
pressed a desire that steps be taken by the 
United States to prevent a repetition of such 
atrocities. 

Charge O'Shaughnessy has not reported in 
any further detail on the discussions among 
the diplomats at their conference on Thurs- 
day.

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CONFESSES GUILT 


“Old Doc Russell” Says He 


Has Swindled Chicago- 
ans Out of $500,000. 


PAID FOR “PROTECTION.” 


“Old Doctor Russell,” the alleged head of 


the Chicago clairvoyant ‘trust,’ known as 
W. A. Martin among a long list of other 
aliases, last night confessed to State’s At- 
torney Hoyne the inner 


workings of the 
trust.“ admitted that he had swindled chi- 


cago men and women out of approximately 
$500,000 in two years, and told of the amounts 
paid for’ protection.’ | 


That an average of $600 a week was paid 


by Russell and the others of the clairvoyant 


„trust to Barney Bertsche for pro- 


tection was one of his statements. 


This confession, Mr. Hoyne expects will 


bring about the conviction of half a dozen 
men now under indictment and also will 
cause the arrest and possible indictment of 
half a score of others. 


Arrested in Ohio. 
Russell was arrested Friday in Columbus, 


O., by Detective Thomas Sheehan of State's 
Attorney Hoyne’s staff. He is under indict- 
ment for the alleged swindling of several 
women by means of his clairvoyant game. 


James Ryan, Dr.” Crane, and other al- 


leged members of the trust were indicted 
and arrested, as was Bertsche, who was ac- 
cused of being the go between for the 


“spook men” and the men who promised 


protection. 


Russell was trailed to Columbus and was 


arrested with his wife Louise. At the time 


he was operating a clairvoyant parlor in 


Cofumbus, using the name of “ Alva Barr.” 


He is said to have done a thriving business 
in the Ohio town, although he had been open 
but six weeks. The rooms occupied by him 
were richly furnished and Prof. Barr was 
indignant when arrested by Sheehan. 


Brought to Chicago. 

Russell was hustled on to a train bound for 
Chicago and it was met yesterday afternoon 
at the outskirts of the city by representatives 
ot the state's attorney. Russell and his wife 
were taken to an outlying police station and 
were subjected to a modified form of the 
‘third degree.’ Mrs. Russell, it is sald, re- 
fumed to make any statement at al. Fora 
time Russell maintained the same attitude 
but earty in the evening began to unburden 
himeelf. 

It was said, although Mr. Hoyne’s assist- 
ants refused to discuss the matter, that Rus- 
sell had been offered immunity from prosecu- 
tion for making a clean breast ot his con- 
nection with the “ spook trust.” 


“Fixed” Things Before Starting. 

“We did not start business in Chicago,” 
said Russell to Mr. Hoyne’s assistants, 
„ until after we had been promised immu- 
nity from prosecution. This is the course 
we followed in every town we operated in. 
Here in Chicago we went to Barner 
Bertsch and to one other man as the proper 
ones to see. Bertsache agreed to take care 
of the state’s attorney and the other man 
was to handle the police when a complaint 

made to them." 

"pertache, according to the confession, was 
paid $600 a week, which was supposed to be 
given to State’s Attorney Hoyn e.. 
what he did with the 
“I know that I col- 


directly to the detectives and some 


more waa supposed to be handed them 
through our mouthpieces.“ 

“We had an easy time in Chicago for 
months and the picking was fine. Some- 
times Ryan or the Cranes had to move, as 
the complaints were too strong, but there 
was no prosecution. We thought that every- 
thing was fixed and we continued our pay- 
ments. 


Tells of His Victims. 

Russell then gave a list of his victims as 
far as he could remember. Working fraud- 
ulent stock schemes upon victims whose 
confidence the clairvoyants had gained 
proved the most profitable, he said. The 
list given Mr. Hoyne was not complete, but it 
was said that the total profits for two years’ 
work for those of the select in the “ inner 
circle ” totaled up to about $500,000, 

“When Mrs. Hope McHidowney went to 
the state’s attorney and complained that she 
had been swindled out of $15,000," said Rus- 
sell, we did not expect any prosecution. 

All I can say is that we paid our money 
week after week for protection and we were 
not bothered for a long time. I don't know 
where the money went to, but I know we 
paid it and can prove it.“

Mrs. Pankhurst, upon arriving: at the 
island. was led past a grill work that sep- 
arated her from about 800 immigrants. i 
When asked how much money she had 
with her Mrs. Pankhurst, whg is a widow 
reputed to be wealthy, replied that she had 


brought $2,000 with her. So far as she could 


remember, she said, she first was arrested 
“about six years ago, because I was trying 
to take to the house of commons to present 
to the prime minister a petition to enfran- 
chise women: I was arrested for obstructing 
the police in the performance of their duty. 
That is quite a common charge in England.” 

She had been sent to prison eight times, she 
said, and.convicted four times, her second 
conviction being again for attempting to pre- 
sent a petition, and, she added, for making 
a speech in Trafalgar square in which she 
said she had quoted John Bright to the effect 
that if the people if London would assemble 
in thousands no government, “ however ob- 
stinate, could resist their just demands.

Deep Humillation Regretted.

Fears Harm to Suffrage Cause. 

“TI don’t wish to give a legal opinion, for 
I have not examined authorities, but my 
‘sidewalk opinion’ is that the government 
would be unwise to deport her. It would be 
an indication we are afraid of her. I have not 
the slightest fear she will do any harm to 
the government. Mind you, I say to the gov- 
ernment. My great fear is she will do great 
2575 to the suffrage cause in this country: 

I sincerely wish she had stayed away volun- 
tarily. 

“As to the loss of prestige, I don’t think 
the United States is likely to suffer if Mrs, 
Pankhurst is deported. I don’t think Ki 
George or Mr. “Aaquith could claim we 
were rode if we asked her to stay away, On 
the other hand, I think they would be vastly 
relieved if we would let her land—and not go 
back to England.“ 


Mrs. Trout Wires President. 

Mrs. George W. Trout, president of the 
Equal Suffrage ashociation, sent a telegram 
to President Wilson in the name of the asso- 
ciation. The full text fellows: | 

We deeply deplore the action of our au- 
thorities in ordering the deportation of 
Mrs. Pankhurst, which is not in accord- 
ance with the bigness of our American in- 
stitutions. 

We have always allowed political exiles 
of other countries to visit the United 
States. Men have never been excluded. 
Then why exclude women? It makes 
no difference how we feel in regard to 
militant methods in England. No one 
who knows the facts can doubt for an 
instant Mrs. Pankhurst’s honesty and 
sincerity. 

Shall America show a smalier spirit than 
France? Mra. Pankhurst's daughter, 
Christabel, who is even more militant 
than her mother, fled to France recently 
and was given the protection of the 
French government. :

Start of 1 Strikes. | 

Last March came her fourth conviction, 
she answered next, this time on the charge 
of conaépiraey. A sentence of nine months 
followed, she told the board, “ accompanied 
by a strong recommendation to mercy be- 
cause of the high moral character and un- 
selfish motives cf the accused. As a result 
of that speech, she said, some shop. win- 
dows were broken.“ 

She had served six weeks of the sentence 
when she wes released on the ground of ill 
health. The cause of the ill health, she ex- 
plained, and incidentally expleined the be- 
ginning of her hunger strikes, as follows: 
4 @ consequence of influence brought 
to bear, I was transferred to the first division 
of prisoners and treated as political prison- 
ers are always treated. Many other women 
were imprisoned at the same time and they ' 
said they were algo political prisoners and 
should receive the same treatment that I 
was getting. I thought they were right. 
Accordingly, they Started a hunger strike to 
force the authorities to treat them as poli- 
cal offenders and although the authorities 
were treating me as a tical offender I 
would not submit to the distinction, and so I 
started a hunger strike im sympathy. As 
a result I became very ill and that terminated 
my sentence.“ 5 


6 charged With Conspiracy. 

Again in March, 1913; Mrs. Pankhurst told 
the board she committed her next.offenge 
when she was charged “ with conspiracy with 
persons unknown and n to destruc- 
tion of property.“ 

She pleaded not guilty, she said. to the 
charge of having destroyed property, al- 
though property had been destroyed then. 

The act.“ she explained. which inime- 
diately preceded my arrest was the .wreck- 
ing or partial wrecking. of an unfinished 
house to be occupied by the ehancellor of the 
exchequer, Mr. Lloyd-George. Some explo- 
sives. were put in the cupboard in one of the 
unfinished rooms and the house was damaged 
by the explosion.

“It is a disgraceful act,” she said, the 
most disgraceful act ever committed by this 
country. 

“Mrs. Pankhurst has not been guilty of 
moral turpitude in the eyes of the English 
law. She has been left free in London and 
why should she not be left free to preach her 
doctrine in New Tork? This nation of ours 
has admitted, even welcomed, political regi- 
cides in the past. All sorts of revolutianists 
have been admitted without hesitancy. Why, 
then, bar Mrs. Pankhurst, even H she be the 
‘English revelutionist’? It points out the 
fact that arbitrary, man-made acts stin wil! 
persist to the great injury of our nation until 
women are given the ballot.“ 

Dr, Shaw said she was a firm opponent of 
militant suffrage, but that does not alter 
the facts in the case.

Migs Amy Maud Hicks, who has served 
several terms of imprisonment for window 
breaking and obstruction, said: 

“TIT am greatly surprised that the Amer- 
ican immigration: authorities should take 
action which would tend to make the United 
States, equally with England, the laugh- 
ing stock of the civilized world, as regards 
the treatment of militants, but I confidently 
expect that the American suffragets will 
make such a protest as will lead to the re- 
scinding of the deportation order. 

Mrs. Pankhurst had no intention of try- 
ing to persuade the American süffragets to 
adopt militant methods, for Americans gen- 
erally are so much more reasonable than 
Englishmen on the question that there seems 
to be no need of militancy there.“

The trustees appointed are Archibald Me- 
Lelian, Allison V. Stewart, John V. Ditte- 
more, Adam H. Dickey, and James A. Neal, 
who constitute the board of directors of the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist; in Boston, 
and Josiah E. Fernald of this city, a banker, 
who has been the practical custodian of Mrs. 
Eddy's estate since the establishment of this 
trust in 1007; the court thus. choosing as 
trustees men in whom Mrs. Eddy during 
her lifetime reposed confidence. 

These appointments by Judge Corning were 
made under a recent detision of the Supreme 
court of New: Hampshire, which held that 
Mrs. Eddy’s will established not a local but 
a world wide general charitable trust, to be 
administered under the general nne 
of the courts of New Hampshire.

\Also Warns of Carelessness in the 
Use of Family Tooth- 
brushes. 
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A plea for concentration of interest on the 
ventilation problem was made by the city 
health department yesterday in its weekly 
bulletin. Commissioner Young says one- 
half the enthusiasm applied to lese pressing 
problems could work wonders. 

“ Every day we read of the splendid activi- 
ties of societies and associations for the sup- 
pression of other foes of humanity,” says 
the bulletin, but as yet we have not heard 
of a single organization formed for a cam- 
paign against the greatest destroyer of hu- 
man life—bad air. And yet bad air needlessly 
kills More persons and causes more real sor- 
row than all of the other evils receiving 
euch marked public attention. 


Would Save Lives and Money. 

A campaign against bad air offers greater 

hope of results than does any other—or, in 
fact, all other—of our well advertised attacks 
on recognized common evils. It would save 
more lives and more money than all other 
campaigns combined. 

“In Chicago alone upwards of 10,000 per- 
sons annually are killed by the bad air dis- 
@ases. This is a neediess sacrifice of life. It 
can be avoided. How much longer will the 
public sit complacently by and permit this 
state of affairs to exist? The greatest need 
of the age is a campaign for the elimination 
of the impure air diseases. Why not con- 
centrate our energies on this problem!“ 

The bulletin also warns against careless- 
ness in the use of toothbrushes, particularly 
in children's homes, where a number of 
brushes are left in dangerous proximity to 
each other, assisting in the spread ot disease 
through the household: It recommends sep- 
arate jars or test tubés for the brushes, each 
receptacle containing cotton or blotter satu- 
rated with a disinfectant.

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NORWAY TO ADOPT 
A NEW TONGUE. 


Landsmaal, National Language 
Evolved by Iver Aasen, to Be- 
come the Speech of King 
Haakon’s People, 


[FORBIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNB.} 

CHRISTIANIA, Oct. 4.—When fifty years 
ago Henrik Ibsen in Peer Gynt held up to 
ridicule in the person of Huhu the language 
reformers of Norway, he little thought that 
the movement, then in its infancy, would 
develop into a national issue of such impor- 
tance as to have brought about the downfall 
of a powerful administration, and in the 
accession to office of a Liberal cabinet under 
the premiership ot Gen. Bratlie. Indeed, the 
last general election in Norway, heid toward 
the close of last year, was fought mainly 
on this issue of language, and resulted in an 
overwhelming victory of the Left party, 
which is committed tc the reform of the 
vernacular. 

Perhaps the word reform, used in Chris- 
tiania. is misleading. For the measure now 
in process of adoption is not the revision of 
the existing language—namely: Danish, but 
the adoption of an entirely different one, 
known as the Landsmaal [national speechl. 
It was invented toward 1850 by the eminent 
Norwegian philologist, Ivar Aasen, who, in his 
construction, embodied much of the ancient 
‘Norse and Sagas, as well as some of the 
dialects of the remoter regions of the king- 
dom, where the peasantry have clung 
through the four centuries of Danish domina- 
tion to the tongue spoken by their forbears in 
the days of the Vikings. 


Melodious and Poetic Language. 

Employing these and other materials, 
adapting them to modern requirements, Ivar 
Aasen succeeded in evolving so melodious 
and so poetic a language that the vast ma- 
jority of his countrymen, commencing with 
the rural population, have accepted it for 
their songs, their plays, their sermons, their 
sch ols, and their vernacular. It has caught 
their fancy; it appeals to their pride in the 
romantic past when the sway of the Norse 
Vikings extended over Scandinavia, north- 
ern Germany, Russia, and the greater por- 
tion of the British isles; and it has become 
identified in their eyes with Norwegian na- 
tionalism. 

The spurious Danish—in which Ibsen wrote 
and which has been the official language of 
the Norwegians for more than 400 years— 
recalls to them those centuries of Danish 
oppression and persecution when, robbed of 
her independence, Norway was ruled from 
Copenhagen, not even as a province, but as 
mn, and 
tyranny. Everything that serves to recall 
Danish domination is hateful in Norway. 
Indeed, his Danish birth is the only real 
cause of the unpopularity of King Haakon's 
sagacious and conscientious rule. 


j 

Centennial Celebration Is Planned. 

Early next year Norway will celebtate the 
centennial anniversary of her emancipation 
from Denmark and the recovery of her inde- 
pendence as a separate kingdom with a con- 
stitution of her own, though united by dyn- 
astic ties with Sweden until 1906. It is pro- 
posed to signalize the national rejoicings in 
honor of the occasion by the legislative adop- 
tion of Ivar Aasen's Landsmaal as the offi- 
cial and national language of Norway. 

The government, an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the storthing, the press, and the 
bulk of the people have all determined upon 
the change, and a royal commission appoint- 
ed jointly by crown, cabinet, and parliament 
is now engaged in completing the necessary 
arrangements for the execution of the proc- 
lamation decreeing the new vernacular, 
which is to inaugurate the centennal. 

It will be a remarkable and unique event. 
For while there are plenty of instances of a 
government forcing its language upon prov- 
inces and dependencies acquired by conquest 
or statecraft against the wishes of their 
population, there has been no case until now 
of a people compelling its rulers to abandon 
the national language for an entirely new 
tongue. 


Aasen Celebrated as Philologist. 

Ivar Aasen, its creator, already cele- 
brated as a Dhilologist, will henceforth 
enjoy new and more lasting fame, and will 
occupy an isolated place in history, as the 
one man who invented and constructed a 
language which so pleased and fascinated 
his countrymen that they relinquished the 
tongue that had been theirs for hundreds of 
years to adopt his for official and national 
use. 

Aasen, who was the son of a peasant farm- 
er, was born just a hundred years ago in the 
district of Sondmore, and was honored on his 
death, in 1896, with a great public funeral at 
Christiania, where a national memorial is 
about to be erected over his tomb,

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MENACE TO ART. 


Brilliant English Author Declares 
Something Must Be Done to 
Save Literary Freedom from 
Blight of Library Censorship.

LONDON, Oct. 9.—John Galsworthy dis- 
cusses the library censorship of books ln a 
brilliant letter to the Times. 

There seems on the face of it no reason 
why the labraries should not deal exactly as 
they like with the books that we authors 
write,” says Galsworthy, and it is idle to 
abuse them for acting according to their 
lights,- but there seems to be every reason 
for us authors to consider whether we who 


watch a secret tribunal of middlemen, how- 
ever well intentioned, assessing without 
check the moral value of our wares. 

Let it be said emphatically that there is 
no flereer hatred of indecency exploited for 
the purpose of making money, no greater 
loathing of obscenity for the sake of ob- 
scenity, than that which is implanted in the 
mind of any sincere literary workman. 


Prostitution of Writers’ Craft. 

The libraries cannot, I am certain, grasp 
the particular kind of horror that those who 
are worth their salt in letters have of this 
prostitution of their craft. Honest writers 
are, must be, the best critica of decency in 
literature, since they judge it, not only from 
without as citizens, but from within as art- 
ists, feeling what is essential and what is 
not. 

To the library censors indecency in liter- 
ature is a question of harm to themselves 
and theif daughters; to us it is that, indeed, 
but it is also the profanation of an ideal, a 
tarnishing of art. 

The libraries cannot understand what we 
feel in this matter, they cannot have the 
inner instinct which tells them when words 
are plain spoken because they must be to 
give full depth and value to a vision, and 
when they are plain spoken merely because 
they come from a nasty huckstering mind 
hoping to sneak pennies out of the lower 
instincts of the public. 


Freedom of Thought at Stake. 

Just because the libraries have not and 
cannot have this instinct, it is time that we 
authors, in the service of art and for the 
maintenance of high freedom of thought and 
its expression, bestir ourselves in this 
matter; bestir ourselves not only for fear 
lest masterpleces may be hamatringed, but 
that literature as a whole shall not be judged 
without appeal by those who cannot always 
tell the difference between outspokenness de- 
manded by the truth and sincerity of vision 
and the false and prurient stuff, the destruc- 
tion of which we authors as a body desire 
more ardently than any other section of the 
publie. 

“Whether any masterpiece has yet been 
stigmatized or semi-strangled is beside the 
point. At any moment it may be, for if 
this secret censorship, or discretion as the 
libraries prefer to call it, be left to flourish 
without check it must assuredly grow with 
every year more high handed and less re- 
spectful towards originality 

But it is not, in fact, so much a question 
of the harm done to books that do appear, 
especially when they are by well known au- 
thors, as of the strangling at birth of books 
by young authors that publishers decline, 
and will increasingly decline, to publish, for 
fear of the ban. 

Outspoken Art to Die? 

“It is a very insidicus business and a very 
serious one, for the libraries are far nearer 
in taste and sentiment to the great public 
of the moment than we writers are, and 
behind their sober, modest, so-called discre- 
tion is all the force of the age-long hatred in 
the breast of every great public of the day 
for what is new and for what is true, that 
age-long hatred against which vision and art 
in every country and in every century has 
always had to battle. 

The public would not care one rap, would 
even applaud, if ‘ Resurrection,’ ‘Tom 
Jones,’ ‘Ghosts,’ ‘Madame Bovary,’ Jude 
the Obscure,’ and many another masterpiece 
were tomorrow to be banned forever. The 
great public of today, and the libraries that 
do but represent the great public, cannot (I 
say it with due respect for their zeal and good 
intentions) be trusted to tell a hawk from a 
handsaw, and if something be not done there 
will not be a dog’s chance in this country for 
any outspoken work of art in five or ten 
yéars’ time. 

Suggests a Committee of Authors. 

„ But what can be done? The suggestion 
is this: Let there be a vote taken of authors 
(preferably through the machinery of the 
Authors’ society) anda small committee an- 
nually elected from among us to deal spe- 
cially with this question. Let the libraries 
consent, whenever they have decided to ban 
a book, to submit the fate of that work to 
this committee. If the committee be of opin- 
ton that the ban is pernicious, in the highest 
interests of literature, let them say so, and 
let the libraries abide by that and forthwith 
remove it. 

“JT venture to think that the ban would 
never be removed from a book that inherent- 
ly deserved banning; but publishers would 
no longer shy, as now, at the publication of 
‘an outspoken work so long as it was honest 
and sincere, nor writers at the due expression 
of their thought; and what is now a real 
menace to freedom of vision and truth of

RARE EARTH IN CHILE. 


Deposits of Kieselguhr, Used in 
Making Dynamite, May Cheap- 
en Price of the Explosive, 


Che a n Times 
LONDON, Oct. 18.— Important deposits of 
Kieselguhr, the rare infusorial earth, are 
newly reported from Chile. 

Kieselguhr is a substance which has many 
and varied industrial applications, but which 
is chiefly of importance as the absorptive 
medium in dynamite. 

Attention having been directed to the oc- 
currence by the Chilean press, it transpired 

that the deposit of kieselguhr in the depart- 
mento.of Castro, in the isiand of Chiloe, had 
been examined and reported upon by the 
Seccion de Geografia y Minas as long ago 
as 1896. . 

It seems, however, to have been ignored 
until about a year ago, when the substance 
was brought to the notice of Col. Delano, 
the Chilean military chemist, by a person 
who believed that it might be of value for 
the manufacture of pigments. 


Composition of Substance Explained. 

In appearance the Kieseigunr vl Castro is 
a white, friable, earthy substance, fine 
grained and porous, very smooth to the 
touch, and of so low a specific gravity that 
a brick made of it floats in water. In Castro 
it is regarded as chalk and used as such. 
Examined under the microscope it is seen 
to consist of the frustules or shells of many 
kinds of diatoms, and is practically pure 
silica. 

Kieselguhr occurs in certain districts of 
Germany, Switzerland, and Sweden, and a 
few other countries as a deposit of still, 
fresh water lakes. The Chilean deposits are 
not limited to Castro and the neighboring 
departmento of Ancud, but are also found in 
Lianquihue, Traiguen, and Nubile, and in the 
north of the country. The kieselguhr of 
Castro is, however, much whiter and there- 
fore purer than any yet found elsewhere in 
the world. 


May Reduce Price of Dynamite. 

In the composition of dynamite kiese:iguhr 
figures to the extent of about 25 per cent, 
so that, if the Chilean deposits are as abun- 
dant as is reported, the price of this ex- 
plosive should fall very considerably, espe- 
cially as sulphuric acid, which is largely 
used in the manufacture of nitro-glycerin 
(the other constituent of dynamite) is much 
cheaper in Chile than in Europe. It is sig- 
nificant that the principal syndicate manu- 
facturing dynamite under the Nobel patent 
is said to have acquired large tracts of land 
in Ancud and to be preparing to establish a 
factory there. The government, however, 
is being urged to declare the deposits fiscal 
property, and it is probable that no further 
concessions of this nature will be granted. 

Kieselguhr is used largely in the manu- 
facture of artificial ultramarine, of copper 
paint, and of polishing powder tor steel, 
gold, and other metals. Its porosity and its 
resistance to acids render it valuable as a 
nonconducting fireproof packing for boilers. 
steam pipes. and safes, and for insulating 
purposes generally. 


KIPLING IN THE PUBLIC EYE. 


Author Warns His Countrymen of the 
Necessity of Compulsory Mil- 
itary Training. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, Oct. 18.—The visit of British 
members of parliament to Australia has given 
the public imagination a sense of the increas- 
ing vitality of the imperial idéal. The im- 
pression created by Australia’s resources and 
possibilities has been great, but greater still 
that of the effect of its compulsory military 
training, in creating good citizens and estab- 
lishing national security. Mr. Kipling’s re- 
cent address to an open air assembly at his 
home amidst the Sussex Downs again lays 
stress upon the dangers against which Eng- 
land, following Australia’s example, must 
prepare and guard herself—dangers which 
the nation is slowly beginning to realize in 
their full seriousness. 

The Times, commenting on Mr. K*fpling’s 
efforts to promote the objects of the National 
Service league, observes that every day 
brings nearer the moment when the accom- 
plishment of the ideal of which Mr. Kipling 
spoke at Burwash will become a matter of 
practical politics. It is possible that neither 
of the two great parties will accept the re- 
sponsibility of fathering the principle of 
universal training on its own unsupported 
initiative, but we believe the application of 
the principle to be only a matter of time.” 

Mr. Kipling’s warning to his countrymen is, 
in fact, a bitter denunciation of party gov- 
ernment and of those who blindly support it. 
“The responsibility is ours,“ he declares, 
“and the punishment (if we persist in our 
folly, in our fraud, and in our make believe)— 
the punishment will fall, not only upon us, 
but upon the third and fourth generations of 
of those that have betrayed their country.“ 


WARRIOR ZULU KING IS DEAD. 


Dinizulu, Son of Cetewayo, Passes Away, 
Recalling Killing of Louis 
Napoleon. 


CAPE TOWN, Oct. 19.—Dinizulu, the last 
of the warrior kings of the former Zulu na- 
tion of South Africa, (led today. 

He was a son of Cetewayo, the king who 
led the Zulu nation against the British troops 
in the war of 1879. Cetewayo was eventual- 
ly defeated after he had inflicted a crushing 
blow on the British army at the battle of 
Isandhiwana, when practically the entire 
Twenty-fourth infantry regiment was mas- 
sacred. 

It was during this war that the French 
prince imperial, Louis Napoleon, was killed 
while out reconnoitering with the British

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PROGRESS OF PEACE 
IS REVIEWED. 


Work of the Hague Conferences 
Systematically Considered: in 
a Notable Volume by Prof. 
Walther Schucking.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—Pacifism and ita prog- 
ress as exemplified in the work of The Hague 
conferences are systematically treated in a 
notable volume by Prof. Walther Schtick- 
ing, just issued in Munch. 

Prof. Schiicking has set himself to make 
clear what The Hague means and what it has 
actually accomplished from a legal point of 
view. Taking as the statring point the ques- 
tion, “ What scheme has the work of The 
Hague as a whole set up for the further de- 
velopment of international law? a question 
which neither diplomats nor jurists have yet 
dealt with at all profoundly, he proceeds to 
show that the two conferences at The Hague, 
even from the technical standpoint of inter- 
national law, have provided machinery which 
already serves as the beginning of a political 
organization of the civilized world and of an 
ordered system of international peace. 

He divides hie subject into five main sec- 
tions: 

The foundation of the world-federation of 
states (Weltstaatenbund) by the first Hague 
conference. 

Its further development by the 
conference. 

The work of organization to be done by the 
third conference in 1915. 

The further extension (Ausbau) of the fed- 
eration. ; 

A final section dealing with the effects of 
the new system. 


Appreciation of Work Growing. 

The opinion of German lawyers as to the 
value of the work of The Hague has pasted 
through two distinct periods. In the first 
the essential feature of that work was held 
to be the “ codification of the laws of war. 
and the question of a court of arbitration was 
looked at somewhat askance. The second 
period is marked by a better appreciation 
of the high .value of the court. but Prof. 
Schiicking is of opinion that a third period 
is now approaching, in which the significance 
of The Hague as an established organization 
for all its larger ends will be fully recognized. 
He quotes Wehberg (1910) to show the rise 
of The Hague in public estimation. 

Not only has the number of disputes submitted 
for afbitration remarkably increased—seven hav- 
ing been intrusted to the tribunal in the last three 
years, aS against five from 1900 to 1907—but in- 
dividual matters dealt with have steadily in- 
creased in importance: for instance, the Casa- 
vianca affair, which almost led to war between 
Germany and France, and the Newfoundland 
fisheries dispute, which involved extremely diffi-

N cult legal problems. 


Even the delegates themselves, he says, 
have been astonished at the success of the 
tribunal. This change and growth of The 
Hague in public estimation Dr. Schticking 
traces to the growing recognition of the ideal 
of which he has himself been a distinguished 
champion, the ideal of the organization of 
the world. 

The organs for actualizing this world 
order, Dr. Schiicking declares, are already in 
existence. The foundations of an interna- 
tional jurisprudence are laid, and all that 
international lawyers have to do is to collabo- 
rate in developing what has been provided in 
the ‘wo Hague conferences. 

These “organs” are: The permanent 
court of arbitration, the prize court, the 
permanent international bureau, which 
serves these tribunals, and the international 
council of administration, nominated by the 
sigatory powers. 

The court of arbitration is still very im- 
perfect in its constitution; it is not really 


contending parties in each case; and the at- 
tempts to create a standing Cour de Justice 
Arbitral. and still more to make recourse to 
it obligatory, have hitherto failed. Still, in 
essence, Dr. Schticking thinks, all the nec- 
essary elements of a confederation of states 
are to be found in The Hague organization. 


Problem of the Third Conference. 

In his second section he goes on to show 
that this organization is eminently a po- 
litical one. made by the gtates of the world 
for the purpose of preserving international 
peace.“ The third conference will have be- 
fore it as its most important task the prob- 
lem of making the use of this agency, as far 
as possible, obligatory. The author, who 
wrote, of course, before the Balkan war. is 
very sanguine on this point. He writes: 

If only pacifists as a body will devote them- 
selves to the rapidly developing organizing side 
of their movement. which is st!ll too little kpown, 
whether to the man in the street or the man in the 
study—though it is significgpt that a large num- 
ber of university professors are now joining the 
ranks of the pacifists—they will soon find them- 
selves on the eve of a decisive victory. All they 
have to do is to concentrate upon this one point 
namely: to see that their leaders in every land 
become fully cognizant of the claims of accom- 
plished fact made in this book, and with due em- 
phasis to make the public similarly cognizant, by 
showing clearly what has already been accom- 
plished by the work of The Hague and by draw- 
ing attention to the fact that the civilized world 
has now organized itself into a confederation of 
states for the expression of whose will the period- 
ileal conferences constitute the most important or- 
gan. 

Balkan War Smashes Optimism. 

Recent events have made the ideas and 
hopes expressed in this passage look very 
insubstantial. So long as nations and races 
exist, and the profound passions associated 
with them, events like the outbreak of the 
first Balkan war will ever and anon occur to 
mock the dreams of Dr. Schiicking and his 
professors. The second Balkan War afford- 
ed a case, if ever there was one, for peaceable 
arbitration; every sentiment, every solid in- 
terest, seemed to make that way, and the 
organ of arbitration was ready and anxious 
to operate, though not at The Yet 
all these motives and all the efforts of diplo- 
macy did not avert the appeal to the bayonet.

MEMOIR OF STEAD 
BY DAUGHTER. 


„Personal and Spiritual Remi- 
niscences of My Father,“ by 
Estelle W. Stead, Attracts 
London.

LONDON, Oct. 8.—“ Personal and Spiritual 
Reminiscences of My Father.“ by Estelle A. 
Stead—a memoir by the daughter of W. T. 
Stead—the effective, strenuous man who met 
death in a tragic way when the Titanic went 
down—is a book that is attracting London. 
A Times reviewer regrets that the sec- 
ond half of the book, containing nearly 200 
pages, is given up almost entirely to the 
supposed premonitions, revelations, and mes- 
sages from the grave, in which Stead believed 
and which influenced him in an increasing 
degree from the time of his early manhood. 
This, no doubt, will make the book interest- 
ing to such as are inclined to the same beliefs, 
while others, on coming to these pages, will 
throw the book aside as a mere chronicle of 
delusions, only differing from many other 
similar records in that the victim of them 
was a man of ability who for a certain time 
wielded a considerable power over other 
men's minds. 


When Belief Outweighs Evidence, 

Me do not propose to dwell on these rec- 
ords,“ says the Times reviewer, * although 
undoubtedly they form that part of the book 
in which the author herself has felt the deep- 
est interest. They only prove two things— 
(1) that Stead, like a whole class of enthu- 
siasts in whom belief is stronger than a sense 
of the nature of evidence, habitually trans- 
lated the products of his imagination into 
facts, and accepted them as the guides of his 
life, and (2) that when he once believed sa 
thing he would act upon it ina way which 
left no room for scruples, whether of taste 
or of intellectual judgment. ; 

Those who are at all familiar with his 
personal writings will know that he believed 
himself to be in constant receipt of com- 
munications from the spirit of a certain Julia 
—i. e., Miss Julia Ames, an American jour- 
nalist whom he had met once or twice, and 
who then died and, as he was persuaded, kept 
sending him messages which his own han: 
without any exertion: of his personal will, 
would write down. 


The Case of an American Friend. 

This is all very well, and if the matter 
had rested between Mr. Stead and his sup- 
posed inspirer we might regard it asa harm- 
less psychical eccentricity. But the case is 
different when we come to such a story as 
that of the founding of “ Julia’s Bureau. as 
told at length in chapter twenty-six. That 
a man with any sense of the sacredness of 
human relationships, or of the passionate 
and sorrowful love with which a bereaved 
parent or husbani cherishes the memory of 
the dead—that such a person should propose, 
in the businesslike spirit of an American 
contractor, to make a bridge or telephone be- 
tween the seen and the unseen is an outrage 
that fills reasonable human beings and our- 
selves among them, with a feeling of simple 
disgust.

British Naval Officers Get Secrets of 
Ulivi’s Exploding Submarine

CHINESE REPUBLIC 
FACING CHAOS 


Incompetence of Revolutionary 


Power, but His Troubles Mul- 
tiply and Failure Impends.

LONDON, Oct. 18.—The Indompetence of 
young China and thé failure of the revolution- 
ary element to follow up the opportunities of- 
fered following the surprising success of the 
Wuchang uprising of October, 1911, are dis- 
cussed by a Peking correspondent of the 
Times in explaining the failure of the recent 
revolt against Yuan Shih-kai.

The half baked students who constitute the 
vest majority of the young Chinese, whether 
they number something under or something 
over 130,000, are still spread out over the 
Drovinces, particularly in the south, where 
there is a permanent antipathy to controf 
from Peking. 

Many of their leaders now in Peking a@ 
members of parliament dissociated them- 
selves from the recent movement. So did oth- 
ers who took part in the original revolution. 
But we know well on which side most of them 
would have been if the waragainst Yuan ” 
had opened more auspiciously thanit aid. 


Older School Men in Power. 

Doubtless many deplored the outbreak as 
unnecessary and dangerous to the future in- 
dependence of China. But the immense ma- 
jority only know or care for the plain fact 
that Yuan Shih-kai and his nominees of the 
older school have place and power, while they 
are left out in the cold. 

Thus, although the “ war against Luan 
failed, practically the whole of the revolution- 
ary element in China has a standing griev- 
ance against Yuan Shih-kai. Those compos- 
ing It dwell mostly in the south, where there 
iS Jealousy of the north, and in provinces 
where undue interference from Peking has 
always been resented. The ground is there- 
fore favorable to future sedition. 


Few Are Interested in Politics, 

It is true that 99 per cent of the people of 
China are uninterested in politics and on the 
side of peace and quiet. But it is the few 
articulate ones who count. Sun Yat-sen, 
who caused disappointment by joining the 
recent movement, has declared that Kwan- 
tung province is to be the base of continue‘ 
endeavors to down Yuan Shib-kai. 

Whether these endeavors will involve 
armed force, or only secret scheming, wil] 
depend upon various circumstances. What. 
matters is that the endeavors are bound to 
continue and to hamper the efforts of the 
government to reconstruct the administra- 
tion. 

If the government were strong the future 


might be contemplated with equanimity. But 
such ruling as there is in China is conducted 
from the president’s yamen, and the official 
government is a mere name. 


President Pathetic in Perplexities, 


clever secretaries, directs arfairs, and it is 
Inevitable in the circumstances that they 
should be badly directed. 

The one achievement of Yuan Shih-kai has 
been to remain patiently in office, putting up, 
as he himself has said in .athetic mandates, 
with perpetual showers of abuse and insult. 
To have remained at all has been no incon- 
siderable service to his country, for if he had 
wavered and resigned the consequences 
would have been appalling. 

It is true that enormous difficulties have 
confronted him. He has faced them with 
courage and emerged triumphant, but mainly 


extent his triumph clears the air, and puts 


} him in a better position for futur’ action. 


Country Bankrupt as Credit Wanes. 

He may rise to the occasion, but his record 
for the last eighteen months is against him. 
Chihli and a few of the adjoining provinces 
have always been completely under his con- 
trol, yet nothing has been done to reconstruct 
their administration, although the question 
of revenue has been vital. 

The country has-been bankrupt since the 
revolution, and instead of facing the situa- 
tion and borrowing on a comprehensive scale, 
as advised by the foreign governments, he 
showed so little statesmanship as to fritter 
time and credit away in making petty loans, 
the only merit of which was that they could 
be spent without supervision. 

Every foreign question touched has been 
bungled. Nobody of less character than a 
Cromwell will serve for China today, and 
the root of the trouble is that China does not 
breed Cromwells. 


REVIVE CHANNEL TUNNEL IDEA, 


Scheme for Underground Tube from 
England to France Again Is 
Being Discussed. 


LONDON, Cet. 18.—There is a revival of 
interest in the channel tunnel scheme and 
the government has spontaneously reopened 
the question by calling for special reports 
from the departments concerned, to be con- 
sidéred hereafter by the committee of im- 
perial defense. 

The belief seems general in political and 
military circles that the community of inter- 
ests and the common dangers which have 
made the entente cordiale a vital necessity 
to England and France are likely to endure 
much longer than the ordinary run of political 
alliances—and this being so, the channel 
tunnel scheme is likely to commend itself to 
many of those authorities who previously 
opposed it. Its bearing upon the vital ques- 
tion of England's food supplies in time of 
war is beginning to be generally appreciated,

Disasters of Land and Sea Crowd- 
ed Out of Limelight by Polit- 
ical Developments—Liberals 

Predict Final Victory.

Churchmen Avoid Theological Debate 


A significant feature of the church con- 
gress at Southampton lay in its avoidance of 
purely theological debate and in the prac- 
tical digcussion by churchmen of social and 
humanitarian subjects. Herein is proof posi- 
tive of a very general recognition of the 
truth, whieh the bishop of Oxford expressed 
n his warning-to the religious world, that 
the ‘day is close at hand when there shall be 
no fundamental beliefs upon which the 
ehurches will be prepared to insist. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, commenting on this 
aspect: of .the. situation, observes with truth 
that “ social earnestness is not only required 
for its own sake. at this juncture, but as a 
remedy for. religious indifference. If the 
churches wish to enlist the moral energies 
of the nation they must subject themselves 
to the sources of moral stimulation which 
work upon the community at large.” 

What is needed, in fact (as America has 
shown in the social service movement), is 
a closer adaptation of Christian ideals to the 


civiligation by the church's assumption of 
a leading part in the solution of the nation's 
social and economic problems. 


Marriage and Divorce Puzzles. 

The discussions of the church congress 
on the feminist movement and on the subject 
of marriage and divorce showed clearly that/ 
the religious bodies have still much to learn 
in the domain of civics and little confort to 
offer to a generation which demands a prac- 
tical answer to the insistent problems of life’s 
purposes and relative values. 

The bishop of London's sermon on the in- 
vocation of saints was a notable anachronism 
and the debate on divo was chiefly re-. 
markable for the absence of any frank opin- 
ions. The diMiculty of finding speakers to 
continue this discussion was described by tha 
Times as surprising, especially as efforts had 
been made to obtain an expression of the 
opinions of churchmen. But the bishop of 
Southampton’s, views, at all events, were 
clear enough. 

“The question of admitting to 


the sacraments and other privileges of the | 


church the innocent party in a divorce for 
‘adultery was one of much difficulty. He feit -

“begun the commercial possibilities of our a- 


lands and the whole of the West Indies had 
attracted the attention of American capital 
and important steps had been taken to de- 
velop their resources as fruit producing coun- 
tries, says this writer. To: this develop- 
ment the building of the canal has given an 
additional impetus, partly by. focusing the 
attention of the world in general upon the 


lands of the Caribbean in general, and part- 
ly. by drawing to it swarms of visitors, most- 
ly from the United States, who, while mak- 
ing the canal their main objective, do not 
fail to visit as many of the islands as can 
possibly be crammed into the trip. 


Opening Up of New. Markets. 

“There has been already a further effect 
upon this region, due partly to the canal. 
partly to the general introduction of tropical 
fruits to the markets of the world. Impar- 
tant developments have taken place in coun- 
tries and districts adjoining the canal and 
easy of access from there, with a view to sup- 
plying the ever increasing demands of the 
‘American and European markets. Numer- 
ous plantations have been laid oyt-at Santa 
Marta in Colombia, in Cesta-Riea, and in 
Guatemala., and fruit boats call regularly 
twice a week. Attys ye 

The Caribbean sea now formathe basin of 
a vast garden of tropical fruits, the output 
of which is rapidly increasing year by ‘year. 
At present the outlet is in the mainjthe North 
American ‘market. Some ll portion 
comes to England, but little goes elsewhere; 
owing to difficulties of transport. There ia. 
however, every indication that attempts will. 


“goon be made to create and supply a market 


in Germany. and with the opening of the 
canal who knows what further outlets may 
be found? 


Effect on World’s Commerce. 
“Ever since the United States seriously 
began the work of building, the canal spec- 
ulation has been rife as to the effect which 
its completion will have upon the commerce 
of the world. The canal is now within 
measurable distance of being open, but it is 
not too much to say that up to the pres- 
ent no plain indications have been given as 
to any disturbance of existing trade routes. 
“In this respect the Panama canal is 
very different from the Suez canal. In 
the case of the latter the whole course of 
traffic between Europe and Asia and Aus- 
tralia became changed. No such radical 
alteration is to be expected in the case of 
Panama. It is to be remembered that the mo- 
tives which in the beginning actuated the 
United States in taking the matter in hand 
were strategic. , | 
“ Doubtless every effort will be made to 
make the venture, when completed, a com- 
mercial success; but it is too often forgot- 
ten when the question of the canal tariffs 
and the exemption of American coastwise 
traffic Is being discussed, that the main ob- 
ject of the canal is to enable the United 
States fleet to pass quickly from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic coast, and vice versa, with- 
out having to take the troublesome and long 
voyage through the Straits of Magellan. 
With these considerations to explain it. it is 
not so very surprising that we are still 
very much in the dark as to where the traffic 
is to come from to pay for its upkeep. 
To Switch Peruvian Trade. 
” At the present time the Paname canal 
appears likely to affect existing trade in 
two direvtions only, but of course the writer 
is now speaking only of the immediate fu- 
ture when the canal is first opened. In the 
first place, it wi] probably affect very con- 
siderably the trade between Peru and Eu- 
rope and New York, which now passes round 
the Horn. It is not likely to affect the trade 
of Chile so much, as the distance saved by 
passing through the canal will hardly com- 
pensate for the extra expense, As regards 
Peru, however, the change will probably be 
considerable. ä 8 
“In the second place, a large traffic is 
expected to be established immedlately via 
the canal between New York and the At. 


hand and San Francisco and the Pacific ports 
of North America on the other. In fact; 
if the rumor be true, it has already been 
decided that certain of the present North 
Atlantic boats of American lines will ulti- 
mately be transferred to a new route to run 
between New York and San Francisco. 
“It is difficult to see how either of the 
alterations in trade directions will have much 
effect upon our West Indian islands. In 
the case of Peru, and indeed of the whole 
Pacific coast of South America north of Chile, 
the opening up of new areas is not likely to 
be of assistance to West Indian planters. 


Competition with British Isles, 

Colombia and Ecuador are undoubtedly 
rich, and, apart from mineral resources, 
capable of producing precisely the same prod- 
ucts—viz.: suger, bananas, cacao, and the 
like—as the islands and mainiand of the 
Caribbean; but at preseht they are wholly 
undeveloped, and the uncertain conditions of

sicians recognize that the grades by which 
sanity shades off into insanity are many and 
minute, and that the matter is much more 
complex than was supposed in 1843, Some 
recognize well defined forms of moral in- 
sanity, obsession, or impairment of the will 
incompatible with full responsibility and 
inconsistent with the test of 1843. 

Certain allenists will have it that there 
is no definite tert; the question whether, 
having regard to the state of a prisoner's 
mind, he sbould be punished is a matter 
of opinion as to which experts as well as 
others may differ.

Helfferitch estimates. the gross German na- 
tional fortune today at 875.000.000.000, com- 
vared to $50,000,000.000 in 1805, or an !ncrease 
in eighteen years of 50 percent. The pregs 
comments proudly on this titanic numerical 
evidence of the prosperity of Made-in-Ger- 
many.

FRANCE IS JOYFUL 
OVER POINCARE 


President Captures :Faney of His 
People by n Demoeratie Auto- 
mobile Tour of Provinees, 
Sans High Hat and Frock Coat 


[SPECIAL CQRRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 10.—The president of France 
ig no longer, merelx a figurehead; he is a 
whole souled, big hearted man, keenly alive 
‘to the needs of every district of his coun- 
try. This is the sum total of M. Poin- 
cares trip through south western France, 
Which has just been completed. 

For a French president to abandon his 
high hat and frock coat was without prece- 
dent; but that a president of France should 
go among the lowliest of his people, shake 
hands with the peasants, question them 
about their affairs, was a thing unheard of. 
And when Mme. Poincare, the firat lady 
of France, took the children of the péas- 
ants in her arms and kissed them the ac- 
companying deputies and other officials 
gasped. ° 

Presidential tradition and form were cast 
aside and M. Poincare returns to Paris a 
bigger man than even his friends believed 
him to’ ‘be! A president who formerly was 
popular chiefly among the intellectual cir- 
cles of the capital, nds his name today 
on the lips of even the lowliest peasant. 
What all this will mean six years from: 
now, when another election takes place, no 
one can teil. Although the president of 
France is not elected directly by the peo- 
ple, thé deputies, it seems certain, will owe 
their future power to their allegiance to: 
the president. 

Lone Tour in Motor Cars. 

M. Poincare’s patty for. the trip through 
the Limousin district, starting from Limoges, 
consisted of forty automobiles, ten of which 
were given over to the press. The others 
carried local officials and politicians of the 
departments. All along the route arrange- 
ments had been made before hand for the 
convenience of the huge party, and thanks 
to M. Oudaille, who had charge of all ar- 
‘rangements, everything worked smoothly. 
The president arrived in each town on the 
exact minute he was expected, and there 
were always sufficient nne for 
every one in the party. 

At the frontier of each department an 
arch of leaves and follage had been erected. 
Here the local officials and politicians 
changed cars. Those of the department 
just traversed gave way to those yet to re- 
ceive the presidential party. In order that 
none of the automobiles, which traveled some 
distance apart, would get lost, the road 
signs were augmented and at each inter- 
section men were stationed with the tri- 
color to direct the travelers. 

Squad of Motorcycles Attends, 

On account of the large number of newspa- 
per men who accompaniéd the party some 
system of telegraph was necessary. Jor this 
purpose a squad of cyclists followed the au- 
tomobiles, and when a reporter had a dis- 
patch to send to his newspaper he called a 
cyclist, who carried it to the nearest town 
and dispatched it. 

Limoges, whence the presidential party 
started on its tour, is of course the capital of 
the old province of Le Limousin, the boun- 
daries of which time cannot efface. The peo- 
ple here speak their own dialect, and M. Poin- 
care Was treated to songs in the “ patois ” 
on the occasion of his visit. Limoges, prin- 
etpally because of its porcelain industry, has 
grown almost five times over in a century. It 
numbers today almost 100.000 inhabrtents. 

Probably the most picturesque part of the 
president's trip was his visit to Bordeaux, the 
home of red wine. From Le Verdun, M. and 
Mme. Poincare proceeded up the estuary 
through the famous wine country of the 
Medoc to Bordeaux itself, where a magnifi- 
cent welcomy awaited him. 

M. Poincare went out of hie way to visit 
| Le Loupillon. whére Armand Fallieres, who 
1 ‘preceded him as president. llves quietly among 
his vines. Only formalities were exchanged.

Germany and France vigorously opposed 
‘this, contending that the air should be free to 
all peoples and all nations. Prot. Neihmaler 
of Kiel university made an address in favor 
of’ freedom ot the air, but when the matter 
‘was put to a vote the Britisb- American con- 
tention was adopted, Germany and France 
being the only dissentients. | 

On the subject of the universal recognition 
of divorce decrees the congress, Mr. Barratt 
said, found it impossible to adopt an interna- 
tional convention, as under the British and 
American laws of divorce jurisdiction .is 
founded on domicile, while in many other 
countries jurisdiction is based on national- 
ity. The congress found it impossible to reo- 
oncile the conflicting principles sufficiently 
for a universal agreement. 

The association, however, made ¢ one great 
step forward, as the divorce committee drew 
up a codification of the divorce laws of all 
countries, showing the circumstances under 
which divorces granted in one country can 
be recognized in another and also where they 
cannot be recognized. 

This is the first time that such a codification 
has been made and it is expected to be of the 
greatest. value, especially in settling ques- 
tions of legitimacy and property inheritances. 


Finds Alfonso’s Land Wide Awake, 

Mr. Barratt found Spal awake with the 
spirit of material progress and prosperity 
from which political progress would be the 
natural outgrowth. Of course, said Mr. Bar- 
ratt, there isa great deal of poverty and ig - 
norance. Seven out of every ten persons 
among the lower classes are upable to read 
or write, but In speaking of progress in Spain 
contrasts should not be made with European 
countries, but with the Spain of forty or fifty 
years ago. With this fact in mind progres- 
sive Spain seemed to him to be developing a | 
| new generation of young men who are ani- 

mated entirely with the purpose of carrying | 
the country forward, and before many years 
Spaln, through their agency, would again 
take a leading place among the nations of 
the world.

The large cities of Spain, said Mr. Barratt, 
all have excellent electric street railways 
which are capitalized, owned and managed 
by Belgians. The first class state railroads 
are better equipped and more comfortable 
than the first class roads of England. The 
hotels throughout the country are excellent 
so long as the traveler sticks to the beaten 
path and does not attempt to go along any 


byways.

PROP TO CHINA.

Solid Common Sense of the Peo- 
ple Is Having a Marked Effect 
on Development of New Re- 
publican Form of Government

| . LONDON, Oct. 18—Conservative influ- 
ences are successfully at work in China, in 
the view of a special] representative of The 
. Times, writing from Ningruan Fu. 
Competent observers are almost. unani- 
mous in asserting that one of the most dis- 
quieting features of the new republican gov- 
ernment, especially in western China, is the 


authority of the officials by the mass of the 


people,“ writes the correspondent. 

There have been so many cases of fia- 
grant opposition to the will of authority. 
when that authority conflicted with the vest- 
ed interests of certain sections of the pop- 
ulation, cases where the arm of the law was 
not sufficiently strong to enforce respect 
‘for its statutes, that with any other peo- 
ple than the Chinese, imbued with their 
strong sense of equity and reason, the re 
sult must inevitably have been open anarchy 
and mob rule. 

“The present revolution has, however, 
brought into deep relief the influence and 
stability of the great mercantile commu- 
nity operating through their chambers of 
commerce. Of all the factors constituting 
the complex organism of Chinese society the 
mercantile element is at once the soundest 
and most conservative. 

Commerce Guilds Rule the Land. 

The interests of the traders are so bound 
up with the preservation of law and order 
and the unhampered interchange of com- 
modities that they strongly deprecate any 
movement in the state which le calculated 
to cause even temporary dislocation of their 
legitimate business. 

„With the downfall of the Manchu régime 
and the consequent suspension of all au- 
thority for the time being, the government 
of almost every city in China was for months 
virtually carried on by the chambers of com- 
merce and associated guilds. 

“In ‘Shanghai during the interregnum de- 
tween the flight of the Taotai and, the in- 
auguration of the new bureau of foreign 
affairs, the consular body cotperated with 
the native chamber, appointed a Chinese 
magistrate acceptable to both parties, an 
drew up a.series of regulations for the con- 
duet of the mixed court and the maintenance 
of order and .justice. 

Act as Check on New Officials, 

„Now that a new system of governmem is 
being gradually eyolved throughout the 
eighteen provinces this power, temporarily 
wielded, shows no signs of being relaxed, and 
thé commercial bodies are acting asa most 
wholesome check on the actions of the new 
cficials, many of whom are totally inexperi- 
enced and completely out of touch with the 
needs and customs of the people whom they 


are called upon to govern. 


„Even in this remote corner of China, 
where trade interests are comparatively in- 
significant, the inequitable rulings of the 
magistrate have been appealed against, and

In questions relating to taxation the opin- 
ſons and advice of the mercantile community 
are being freely taken.

A husband discovers that h‘s ~ife has 
given her affections to another man He 
a-ks the court to transmute bis pangs Kto 
pence. A bachelor or « spinster has broken 
or withdrawn a promise te enter inte the 
“holy bonds of wedlock.” The courts are 
asked to Gnd the cash equivalent for the 
disappointment. In both the ction for 
“ slienating affection™ and the action for 
breach of promise there is the theory of 
actual material injury, as the los- of the 
service of the wife or the cost of trunsxean 
or other expenditures by the disappointed 
promises. b 

But if judgments were confined strictly 
to a material measure of damage these ac 
tions would almost disappear. It is because 
the law allows an assessment of casli value 
for moral injury .hat judgments are given 
in such large sums as to make such law- 
suits profitable. 

To allow private money compensation for 
alleged moral injuries is a degradation of 
moral values and moral relations. It is 
a prostitution. Subjectively, a spiritual re- 
lation that can be turned into cash = not 
worth much of the latter, whereas bp these 
actions it frequently pans out very sulrstan- 
tially. | | 

If these suits cannot be justified in the 
court of private conscience, what is their jus- 
tification? Public policy? We believe a bis- 
tory of these actions would show thxt they 
are bad public policy; that they do tot pro- 
tect the marriage relation or the pledge of 
marriage, in both of which society .s inter- 
ested, while they are the favorite insiru- 
ment of blackmail and private revenge. 
With the prosecation of conspirator» against 
the good name of Mr. Clarence S. Funk now 
holding public attention, it is not untimely 
to consider whether it is not time tu abauish 
or atJeast place greater safegfiards about 
actions so easily and viciously abuscd as 
the breach of promise or suit for alievating 
affection. :

Why should a corpo- 
ration have its physical assets in one state, 
incorporate in another, and transact us husi- 
ness in still another? I know this is done by 


a great many corporations, but: would ke - 


to know why it is done. An) information 
along this line will be mest thankfuliy re- 
ceived, as I. contemplate an investment in 
sto. k of this corporation.

The reason for incorporating outside of the state 
where the company has fts principa) place of 
business is to take advantage of the favorable 
features of the corporation law of some other 
state. In the past the laws of Arizona Lave 
been rather lax as to requirements of incorpora- 
tion, and for this rea- on many companies have 
been incorporated there which did not wish to 
or could not comply with the requirements of the 
Illinois law as to payment of capital stock, etc. 
However, there is no reason to discredit a con- 
cern simply because it is incorporated under the 
Arizona law, and you should judge this con- 
cern on its financial responsibility and not on 
the place of its incorporation.

The mere fact that one parses the bar exam- 
ination does not establich the fact that he is capa- 
pie of practicing iaw successfuly, and we advise 
every one who intends to become a lawyer tospend 
all the time possible in preparation for this pre- 
fession. 

2. We believe that this course successfully pur- 
sued would fit a student to pass a bar examination. 

8. The requirements for taking the bar examina- 
tlon may be had by Writing to the clerk of the IIII- 
cois Supreme court, Springfield, III. There is no 
definite standard of education necessary to make 
success in the practice of law. All the preliminary 
education possible should be had. 

4 You ehould go to tome judge or established 
lawyer, explain your situation, and ark for his ad- 
vice as to the best course of study in your perticu- 
lar situation.

BALKAN PEACE. 


Nation. Last Resort for Ravaged 
States Secking Loans, Refuses 
Funds Until Assured Hostiti- 
tics Will Not Begin Anew.

Upon France depends the question of the 
maintenance of peace or the revival of war tn 
the Balkans. Today she holds the key to the 
situation; not by reason of her military or 
naval power, but because of her wealth. 
‘Thanks to the latter, she is today more pow- 
erful than at any moment tn her history; at 
any rate, since the setting of the star of Na- 
poleon at the battle of Leipsic, just 100 years 

The plenipotentiaries of Germany, Austria, 
Italy, Russ‘a, Great Britain, and France, as- 
sembled in solemn conference in Londo , 
representing what has been known as the 
concert of Europe, have demonstrated their 
incapacity to accomplish anything in. the 
Balkans beyond bringing that concert into 
popular contempt. At one time it was fac- 
tor in the international situation. In 1878 
at the congress of Berlin it was able to un- 
pose its will upon Russia, to compel her to re- 
Unauleh the greater portion of the fruits of 
her victories in her war against Turkey and 
to withdraw her arm’es after they had ac- 


tually come within sight of Constantinople, 
at San Stefano. 


Concert Object of Derision. 

Today it has become an object of derision. 
Every one of its decisions, solemnly arrived 
at in London, has been ignored by the na- 
tions ‘concerned, and the Balkan troubles 
have been settled. temporarily at any rate 
without the slightest regard. to its views or 
directions. It elaborated a new syatem of 
frontiers for. Turkey and for the Balkan 
Kingdoms, of which no account whatsoever 
has been taken. It allotted territory to Bul- 
#aria which the latter has promptly turned 
over to the Sublime Porte. It forbade the 
sultan, under threats of its displeasure, to 
resume possession of Adrianopie. Neverthe- 
less the crescent floats today once more from 
the citadel of that famous stronghold. 

If the concert has thus lost every vestige 
of its former authority and weight it is be- 
eause none of tlie great powers composing ft 
have been willing to go to the length. and 
above all to the expense, of enfo Arg their 
joint decisions by force ot arms. ch 
as this was known to the governments to 
which were addressed their edicta, these re- 


mained without any effect. Indeed, ne notice 
Was taken of them. 


France Alone Triumphant. 

The only great power which has emerged 
from tle shipwreck of the concert of Eu- 
rope with undiminished prestige, and indeed 
with @ greater degree of authority than ever 
before, is France. It is not to the confer- 
smce of plenipotentiaries in London that the 
world is looking to determine the issue of 
peace, or the renewal of the war in the Bal- 
Kans, but to Paris. 

The fact of the matter u that every one 
of the nations in the southeast of Europe 
which recently have been warring with one 
another are confronted with empty treas- 
uries. Their resources have been drained to 
the uttermost by the two successive wars. 
They have no means of replenishing them 
Dine imposition of additional burdens upon 
Ye already terribly overweighted taxpay- 
ars. 

It is difficult, indeed, to collect any im posts 
at all. For operations upon the many san- 
guinary battlefield« of the last year have 
prevenied any attention being devoted to 
the ds of that agriculture which is the 
staple industry of every one of the nations 
concerned. The harvests are virtually non- 
existent. The farmers have not even the 
grain with which to sow, nor have their 
governments the means of supplying them 
therewith, and at least two or three years 
will be needed before the peasants can hope 
to produce once more their normal crops. 
Meanwhile the most intense misery and des- 
titution prevail, which affect all classes of the 
population, 


Paris Is Their Only Hope. 

The only hope of the governnients of these 
thus sorely afflicted countries lies in secur- 
ing large loans from abroad. There is only 
one money market that isin a position to fu-- 
nish these loans under certain cend{tions— 
namely; that of Paris. The conditions for- 
thulated by Fra ce before she will consent to 
Advance any funds are that peace shall be 
maintained. a 

Whereas Gallic investors may be willing 
‘o lend money to be used in the revivel of in- 
justry and trade and in the restoration of 
prosperity, they are quite naturally disin- 

| ned to g've their hard earned savings to be 

wasted in wars beyond their borders, In which 
hey haveg no interest or profit, and which 
wre calculated to make difficult, if not re- 
mote, the prospect of repayment of either 
their principal or even interest. 


Balkan States Needs Shown, 
Bulear.a and Greece each have applied to 
the Paris money market for a loan of $80,000,- 
00, Roumania and Servia urgently need $60,- 


"000,000 apiece, while Turkey is in dire straits 


for $150,000,000, France is disposed to ad- 
vance #¢ll this money, but stipulates the 
maintenance of peace as a sine qua non, and 
insists upon guarantees that there shall be 
no resumption whatsoever of the recent bhos- 
tilities. / 

Nor are these nations the only ones that 
are making demands upon Paris for loans. 
Thus Austria is negotiating on the banks 
of the Seine for a loan of $200,000,000 and 
Hungary for $100,000,000, much of which will 
de required to meet the terrible expenses of 
the mobilization of the military and naval 
forces of the dual empire during the Balkan 


wars. 


Russia, which also massed for a consider 
able period troops along her eastern and 
southern frontiers, mobilizing whole armies 
for the purpose, wants $100,000,000 from 


- the Paris money market to meet the cost 


thus incurred. Spain is an applicant for a 
similar amount, to be used, not for military 
purposes, but in order to assist in the indus- 
trial and commercial development of the 
kingdom, which has been mak.ng altogether 
extraordinary progress during the last few 
years, its advance being hampered only by 
lack of capital. 
Mexico After $40,000,000, 

South American republics have been en- 
genvoring for the last two or three months to 
faise loans aggregating $60,000,000 in the 
French metropolis. Mexico is moving heaven 
anu earth to obtain $40,000,000. China is also 
& pressing applicant for money, while it is

Tt was not until twenty years later that his 


oldest son was created Lord Harrowby, the } 


peerage being considered by the grantee as 
a fulfillment of the promise made by the 
crown to his father, the lord chief justice. 
two decades previously. That is why he 
adopted the motto, Faith kept with his 
ashes, the ashes being those of his parent. 
Sir Dudley Ryder was a self-made man, and 
his earulest activities were behind the counter 
of his father's little draper's shop at Londen 
in the purlieus of West Smithfield. The old 
shopkeeper was a Puritan of the most dour 
variety, and had been pd@ster of a Noncor- 
formist chapel until deprived of his pulpit by 
the so-called act of wniformity. 

His great-grandson, the first Earl of Har- 
rowby, was the principal champion of tne 
Roman Catholic emancipation act at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century.

Appeals to Conscience of Nations 
Heard by Powers with Callous 
Prudence — Japan Working 
and Planning in China. 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—Europe has become so 
accustomed to the nightmare of chaos and 
bloodshed in the Balkan cockpit that the 
latest quarrel between Albanians and Serbs 
and the e.ntempt disfiayed for tne great 
powers by all the little ones concerned would 
attract but scant attention were it not for 
the ever present fear of Austria and Russia 
becoming entangled in these wars. 

There is something ominous and deeply 
suggestive of the decline of moral right- 
ecousness in our present day politics, in the 
indifference with which western Europe re- 
garde thie inferno of slaughter in the Bal+ 
kan states. 

Forty years ago Gladstone could stir all 
England and change the whole course of 
British foreign policy by his appeal to the 
conscience of the nation against tolerance 
of Turkey's “ Bulgarian atrocities.’ There 
ig apparently little or no room for such al- 
truistic enthusiasms in the world of modern 
industrialism.

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LONDON, Oct. 18.—The invitation to Ger- 
many to indulge in a “ naval holfday was 
repeated today by Winston Spencer Church-.

the name ot the British government made 
a specific order to delay the fulfillment of 
Great Britains naval construction p.ogran{® 
next year if Germany would consent to do 
the same.

Salary as Clerk. 


EXPOSED BY CATHERWOOD. 


Lawmaker Also Holds 8230 a Month 
State Job. 


Edward J. Costello, a Democratic member 
of the legislature, drew a salary from Cook 
county as a clerk in the office of the county 
treasurer during the last session of the as- 
sembly, according to a report made yester- 
day by President Catherwood of the civil 
service commission. 

In a letter to E. M. Board, chairman of the 
finance committee of the county board, Mr. 
Catherwood says the pay rolls show Costello 
held a position as a clerk under the county 
treasurer from Dec. 1 to June 16, and that, in 
addition to his salary, he was paid $148 in 
overtime. 

Holds State Job, Too.. 

The records of the office of the secretary 
of state, Mr. Catherwood says, show Costello 
drew $2,000 as a member of the legisiature, 
mileage and supplies. On July 1 Costello was 
given a temporary appointment as super- 
visor of grain inspection in the state service 
at $230 a month, which he still holds. 

Mr. Catherwood's report states that Cos- 
tello was paid $450 for December, January, 
and February. The legislature convened 
‘early in January. In February he also re- 
ceived $14 overtime. In March he was paid 
$96.77 for twenty days and $385 in overtime, 
in April $90 for eighteen days and $44 over- 
time, in May $91.93 for nineteen days and $23 
overtime, and in June $80 for sixteen days 
and $32 overtime. * 


O'Connell Makes Denial. 

County Treasurer William L. O'Connell wae 
so exercised over Mr. Catherwood’s report 
that he went to his office last night to look up 
the pay roll. 

“T find from the pay rolle approved and 
signed by Commissioner Board as chairman 
of the finance committee that Costello never 
was paid a cent by my office for the days 
he spent at Springfield. He was only paid 
for those days he actually worked and over- 
time when he worked at night or on Sunday 
during the busy season. 

„The charge that we paid Costello $450 dur- 
ing December, January, and February is 
an absolute falsehood. The pay roll shows 
he received only $295 and $14 in overtime 
during those three months and was docked 
$155 for the time he was absent at Spring- 
field. It will be recalled the budget this 
year was not made up until February and 
the employés were paid then for three 
months’ work. 

“ Costello’s salary when he worked full 
time was $150 a month. Evidently Mr. 
Catherwood took from the printed list of em- 
ployés the salary he should have been paid 
if constantly on duty and assumed he had 
received it. F the gentleman had looked up 
the record he would have found what I have 
stated to be the truth.“

PROCLAMATION IN STATE. 


Hope Is Entire United States Will 
Join in Anniversary of 
Gettysburg Address, 


Springfield, III. Oct. 18.—[Special.}—United 
States Senators James Hamilton Lewis and 
Lawrence T. Sherman will bring to the at- 
tention of President Wilson and congress next 
week the fact that Nov. 19 of this year marks 
the fiftieth anniversary of the delivery by 
Abraham Lincoln of his immortal Gettys- 
burg address.

CELEBRATED. 


Thousands of Persons from Many 

Countries Gather in Leipsic 

to Take Part in Great Fete 
America a Partieipant. 


LEIPSIC, Saxony, Oct. 18. Thousands of 
people from all parts of Germany, Austria, 
Russia, and Sweden gathered here today for 
the dedication of the memorial of the Bat- 
tle of the Nations,” which ended just 100 
years ago in a victory for the allies over the 
French and resulted in the emancipation of 
Germany. 

One of the features of the day’s exercises 
was the arrival of the last runners in a series 
of relays bearing banners and greetings from 
every quarter of the German empire, and 
also from Washington and from Rio 
Janeiro. " 


Many Athletes Carry Banner. 


The banner from the United States passed 


through the hands of many thousand ath- 
letes before it reached the King of Saxony. 
In all the relays a total of 43,000 runners 
were engaged. 

The monument was dedicated by the King 
ef Saxony. The chief address was deliv- 
ered by Wilhelm Clemens Thieme, chamber- 
lain at the royal court of Saxony, to whose 
efforts the completion of the monument was 
due. 

Many Foreign Princes There. 

Standing near him were a number of for- 
eien princes, representing. the rulers of the 
eountries whose troops had formed part of 
the victorious allied army. They included 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand of Austria, 
the Grand Duke Cyril of Russia, and Prince 
William of Sweden. 

The long program of festivities included 
@ervices at the Austrian memorial to the 
commander of the allied army, Field Mar- 
shal Prince Karl Philipp von Schwarzen- 
berg, a Te Deum at the Russian Memorial 
church, luncheon at the council house, a state 
dinner at the royal palace, and an oratorio,

Story of the Battle of the Nations 
That Foreshadowed Napoleon's Waterloo. 


battle of Leipsic on Oct. 18 and 18 
1818, foreshadowed the great Corsi- 
can’s end at Waterloo. Napoleon, 
the emperor of Russia, and the kings 
of Prussia and Saxony took part. 

Seven months before the battle of the 
nations Frederick William of Prussia, 
spurred to action by men like Blücher, issmed 
his historic proclamation calling on his sub- 
jects to rally round him in a struggle for 
independence from the French yoke. For 
years Napoleon had treated Prussia like a 
conquered province, French garrisons occu- 
pied her towns, French influence determined 
her every move. 

The Prussians fiew to arms as one man. 
In a short time 271,000 of them stood ready, 
more than 5 per cent of the country's total 
population; even men of peace like Fichte. 
the philosopher, shouldered a musket and 
drilled. 


N APOLEON’S staggering defeat at the

From Russia and Austria came other hosts 
eager to strike at Napoleon. Blücher, 
Schwarzenberg, the commander of the Aus- 
trians, and the Russian general, Bennigsen, 
soon got in touch with each other. Napoleon, 
after failing in several attacks on parts of 
the huge advancing force, and aware that 
still more foes under his old comrade Ber- 
nadotte were on the march against him, re- 
solved to risk his all before the gates of Leip- 
sic. There, with some of his finest generals, 
Ney, Marmont, Augereau, Oudinot, Ponia- 
towski, Murat, and Macdonald, he awaited 
the enemy. 

The great battle began on the 16th 
of October, with French successes. On the 
right wing the advancing Austrians were 
checked. Ix the center Napoleon launched 
one of those thunderbolts of war which had 
given him his supremacy—a smashing cav- 
alry attack on the enemy's advancing col- 
umns. They and Murat struck the blow, 
backed by murderous artillery, and swept 
to the very heart of the allied position, al- 
most to the spot where the emperor of Rus- 
sia and the king of Prussia stood. To Napo- 
leon, on the Galgenberg, it looked like vic- 
tory. Raising his eyes from his maps, which. 
on account of the high wind, were nailed to 
the ground before him, he ordered the bells 
of Leipsic to be rung as a signal that he ..ad 
triurnphed.

In the meantime, on the French right, a 
furious struggle had developed. About the 
little village of Möckern you can go there by 
trolley now—Marmont and the allies fought 
with the utmost desperation.

Möckern was in flames; the dead were 
heaped about its burning houses. Into that 
hell of steel and fire came Prussians and 
Russians in a fifth terrific charge. They 
flung themselves upon the thickets of bayo- 
nets, they brained the unflinching French- 
men serving the guns, they fought bitterly 
for their unhappy little village in every lane 
and garden, in every house and room, and 
the smoke and the flames that shrouded it. 
At last Marmont's defense gave way for the 
simple reason that the defenders were wiped 
out of existence. The allies held Mickern— 
or the place where it had stood. 

Both armies rested on the seventeenth. On 
the eighteenth, from one end of their lines 
to the other, they went at it again with fresh 
fury. The allies brought 280,000 men to the 
decisive struggle. Napoleon awaited them 
with half as many, disposed in a semi-cir- 
cle, with the town of Leipzig close behind.

Again the battle opened with advantage 
for him. The Russian regiments were checked 
on the Halle road and the first Austrian 
onslaughts were beaten back by the des- 
perate bravery of the men of Poniatowski, 
Augereau, and Oudinot. 

A bit to the right Prussians and Russians 
advanced to the storm of Probstheida, the 
key position.

Driven from their posi- 
tions all along the rest of the line, they were 


pouring out from Leipzig headed for the 
Rhine and home. Some of his Saxon allies 
had already deserted to the enemy. 

After seven bioody charges Blücher drove 
the enemy out of Schönefeld. Elsewhere Ney 
and Marmont, after a superb final attack, 
were forted back toward Leipzig by the al- 
lies. Marmont was severely wounded. 


Next day the fight came to the very doors 


of the Leipzigers. Before the furious at- 
tacks of the allies the French sought to re- 


treat in good order. Marmont was the hero 


of the day. In spite of his wound he inspired 
his men to miracles of bravery. But it was 
useless. Nothing could stem the determined 
advance of the allied troops, fighting for 
vengeance and freedom. 

It became a rout. By 1 o'clock Biticher 
was in the heart of the town and the heroic 
Marmont withdrew the remnants of his 
troops. 

The battle was over. It cost the allies 
32,000 dead and 45,000 wounded. Napoleon 
lost 19,000 dead and 84,000 wounded. At

Owner Billings Retires Uhlan, 
Fearing Defeat for Cham- 
pion Trotter. 


— FULL OF GLORY. 


BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE. 

The retirement of the champion trotter 
Uhlan while he is at his best and never has 
made a failure in any of his numerous record 
breaking attempts was brought about solely 
by the disinclination of the gelding's owner, 
C. X. G. Billings, to subject his great horse 
to the humiliation of the defeat which must 
some time overtake the trotter whose efforts 
are confined to against the watch. 

Uhlan is the first gelding to hold the trot- 
ting record since the days of The Abbot. On 
the running turf the fate of a. champion 
gelding usually is a sad one. Mares and 
stallions of the champion class or anything 
approching it are certain of good homes as 
long as they live, because their produce !s 
bound to be valuable and easy of sale, but 
the thoroughbred gelding, Gnfitted for driv- 
ing on the road because he bes no speed at 
the trot, ordinarily becomes a wretched ob- 
ject in front of some nighthawk cab or a 
peddier’s wagon. The trotting gelding, when 
his track days are ended, is capable of giving 
pleasure on the road until death is ready to 
claim him. So his last days are those of 
peace and happiness. 


Six Geldings Head List. ) 
Beginning with Dexter, which set the trot- 
ting record at 2:17% in 1867 and was the first 
gelding to hold the trotting.record, six geld- 
ings have headed the trotting list, they be- 
ing Dexter, Rarus, 2:13: St. Julien, 2:11: 
Jay Eye See, 2:10; The Abbot, 2:03%; and 
Uhian, 1:58. 

Dexter and Rarus were bought by Robert 
Bonner of New York City after their best 
records had been made, and, although 
neither was a good road horse, they were 
used to some extent in that capacity, Dexter 
to far greater extent than Rarus. The Abbot 
was, like every other champion trotting geld- 
ing except Jay Dye See, a little too hawky to 
be pleasant on the road, but after his turf 
d were ended John Kelly used him a little 
to hitch in the country district where 
the champion’s owner lived in the summer 
time, and with à professional reinsman in 
the wagon the gelding was all right. Al- 
though in the ordinary sense of tne word he 
was not a good road horse. : 

Bt. Julien, which followed Dexter among 
the champion trotting geldings, never was 
used on the road, it being a foregone conclu- 
sion that he would not be safe in that sort 
of hitch—still he was treated in his old age 
as a champion should be. When the trotter 
no longer could hold his own in first class 
company his owner, J. W. Morrow of San 
Francisco, declined several offers for him. 
from men who wanted to race him over the 
half mile tracks in the minor circuits, where 
his speed still would have been capable of 
earning a little money.

them without effort. The measure of its difficulty will 
be the gauge of your habitual errors. Hold the arms 
while you count five.

When’ you 
have sufficient control over your breathing try the 
same movement with this variation: Hold the breath 
while slowly lo rings the arms; then release the 
breath slowly. In this movement throw the nerve force 
into the finger. tips, as if you were stretching the 
whole arm. 

To fill out the hollows of the neck and throat the 
following is an excellent exercise: Rise upon the tips 
of the toes at the moment of inhalation and hold the 
breath, throwing it forcibly against the muscles of 
throat and neck while you count fifteen; then exhale 
forcibly with open mouth and come down upon the 
heels. At first it may be difficult to hold the breath so 
long, but begin with ve counts and extend it grad 
ually. Repeat ten times, night and morning. 

To develop a beautiful neck stand erect, with shoul- 
ders thrown back, arms held in at sides, fists clenched 
at chest hollows. Then strike out vigorously direct 
over the head for twenty times or more, using both 
arms alternately. This movement involves the muscles 
of the shoulders and front of neck.

Cold feet often afflict those who lead sedenta y 
lives, and it 16 a predisposing cause of serious throat 
and lung troubles. Cold feet indicate a torpid circula- 
tion in the lower limbs and check the healthy action 
of the skin all over the body. Sufferers from this com- 
plaint can never ieally be well until it is overcome. 
Hot water bags or any Other artificial heat give tem- 
porary relief only, and do nothing to remove the cause. 
Ankle exercises taken at frequent intervals during the 
day will aid in stin ulating the circulation. Also walk- 
ing on tiptoes morning and night while dressing and 
undressing will stimulate circulation. ~ 

Point the toes down to the extremest limit and move 
the feet up and down in this way a dozen times. Then 
devitalize them at the ankle and shake them thor- 
oughly. The other exercisés will, of course, assist in 
overcoming the predisposition to cold feet, through the 
general improvement in circulation and respiration. 
The ankle exercises will also warm the feet when in 
bed.

That 
is, not to inflict upon outsiders our personal 
‘perrows and petty morbidness; not to keep 
of ourselves as exceptional cases 
Ie it philosophy, Christian resignation, or 
pelfsh indolence that brings the like con- 
golation to bear upon the moral world? We 


hear dally repetitions of the frazzled adage, - 


“we must take the rough with the smooth, 
it we would 1 be utterly out of patience 
with the world and our fellow creatures.“ 

Yet our teacher of today declares the 
first of life's lessons to be the duty of mak- 
ing Tough places smooth and clearing the 

skies overarching that section of the world 
ip which we live and move and have our 
being. 

Disntissing metaphor as abruptly as the 

tesman dispenses with it, let us 
come down to the question, What right or 
excuse has any one of us to add to the dis- 
comfort of family, neighbor, or friend by 
‘betraying, much less parading, his personal 
worries, tempers, and pains for the mere 
gratification of the display? If I have a 
grumbling toothaghe and circumstances pre- 
vent me from going to the dentist, what 
worthy end or human purpose is subserved 
by keeping the whole family aware of the 
infliction and drawing uselessly upon the 
sympathies of associates? 

When the smoke does not attain the 
dignity of a sorrow it is downright cruelty 
to oblige another to share the nuisance with 
you. ö 
The father has had a trying day in office 
‘or shop. A clerk has been careless, or a 


partner unreasonable, or a porter insolent, 


or a customer failed to pay a big overdue 
Any or all of these pin pricks may 


and cross. Nothing justifies him for meeting 
his wife's welcoming smile at evening with 
a grow!, or sitting at table gloomily taciturn. 
The home in which “ daddy's grouches are 
proverbial is afflicted as truly, although 


more lightly in the eyes of friends and ac- 


quaintances, as if the grave had claimed ene 
of the flock. I could count without an effort 
— memory twenty households in which the 


moral atmosphere is murky three-fourths of 
the time by reason of the habit of the re- 
spective heads of forcing the humors begot- 
ten by business worries upon sympathetic 
Wives and innocent children, 


Real sorrow commands respect. The abase- 
ment of spirit, the heartache, and settled 
despondency that arise from the miscarriage 
of cherished schemes, the mortification of 
personal vanity, imaginary slights, and 
fancied wrongs are unworthy of a rational 
creature who has any regard for the happi- 
ness of others. It is not merely selfish and 
mall; it is unjust, and, if brought to the test 
of the highest tribunal, a direct offense 
against the law. If, in defiance of a city ordi- 
nance forbidding the use of soft coal within 
the limits of the corporation, I see, indignant- 
ly, some day a plume of the pitchy smoke 
pouring from a factory chimney, and, when 
the wind shifts, showering blacks into 
my windows, the remedy is within reach.

salt rising bread. I send mine. 
It makes most delicious bread, 
but is rather difficult to make, as 
it must be kept warm. A little practice will 
show the makers of bread how to bring it to 
perfection. 
“Scald a heaping tablespoon of corn 
meal, stirring with a fork. Always have 
„the milk at boiling point and use only enough 
to scald thesmeal. Set the cup in warm water 
and keep it warm until bedtime. In the morn- 
ing if the meal is not light set the dish in 
warm water until the meal is light or full of 
bubbles. Then mix a pint of warm water, 
a small pinch of soda, and the same of sugar, 
and stir in flour enough to make a batter 
that will scarcely pour, add the rising of 
meal. This sponge should be light in one 
hour. Put in salt according to taste and 
mix stiff enough for loaves, but not as stiff 
as for yeast bread. Use deep bread pans 
and when light bake in a brisk oven. 
“Mrs. J. D. B.“ 
This recipe differs from/those I myself have 
used. The one I recommend begins by dis- 
solving a half teaspoon of salt in two cups 
of scalding water, whipping in gradually 
enough flour to make a soft dough, and after 
beating this for ten minutes it is covered and 
set in a warm place for eight hours. At the 
end of this time a teaspoon of salt is stirred 
into a pint of warm milk, enough flour 
added to make a stiff batter, and this is then 
worked into the risen dough or sponge. When 
all are thoroughly mixed they are covered, 
left in a warm place until light, and then 
enough flour is worked in to make a mixture 
the consistency of ordinary bread dough, 
the loaves are made out, and when risen 
are baked. 
I have another recipe in which cornmeal 
is used, but in this as in the recipe just given 


66 82 time ago a request was made 
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salt is put with the beginning mixture—hence 
* galt. rising.“ 

With the choice between these two recipes, ’ 
one recommended by the correspondent, the 
other indorsed by myself, I hope our readers 
will find themselves sufficiently supplied. I 
dislike to have to seem unaccommodating 
when I have to refuse to repeat recipes again 
and again, but it is impracticable and unde- 
sirable fo give the same reolpe as often as 
correspondents request it. To take a few ex- 
amples: Berwick sponge cake, grape wine, 
various pickles, bran bread and biscuit, and 
risen bread, both white and brown, have been 
demanded and given as often as ‘yg 
and goulash. 

It is unfair to the tk of the er 
to make @ run on & recipe which would crowd 
out other matter. Each 6f the ruhe I have 
mentioned has appeared several times with- 
in the last year, and if the Cornerites would 
cut out and preserve the recipes they are 
likely to wish it would have trouble to all 
concerned.

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family of five on $12 a week today. But 
the family of five can be fed on-a scale aver- 
aging from $10 to $12 a week regularly if 
great care is taken and the food can be of 
the most wholesome variety. Naturally 
there may not be many frills and French 
dishes or delicacies out of season, but these 
are luxuries, not necessities, and it is with 
the necessities that these articles are to 
deal. 

This statement of cost, no doubt, will be 
questioned by many housekeepers who may 
know well how to keep a house tidy and even 
know how to cook the food, but to whom the 
marketing has not appealed as a study in 
itself. The proof of every pudding, however, 
is in the eating, and this method of saving 
the family income I have tried through all 
the seasons. 

Our habit is to place $12 in the housekeep- 
ing pocketbook every Saturday night. Oc- 
casionally a dollar or two less is needed be- 
fore the week is out, but my aim first is to 
stretch $10 just as Yar as it will go. Our 
bills never go beyond\$12. We area family 
of five—a growing boy, who is placed first 
because as every mother knows a growing 
boy's ability to consume food is an item 
worth considering first. There is a young 
man of 22, employed in the city; a woman, 
also employed in the city, and two other 
women. This makes a family of four grown- 
ups and one child. .

Carries Bundles Home. 

In the beginning I know foods. I study 
the market values carefully. I rarely order 
over the telephone. I go to the market, 
select my foods, and take them home with 
me. Most women do not like to carry 
bundles. Neither do I, but in carrying the 
vegetables and meat home with me I get 
what'I selected at the store and I save the 


storekeeper the extra expense attached to | 


the hiring of a man to make up the orders, 
a boy to deliver them, anda horse and wagon 
to care for. Is it worth while now and then 
to pocket one's pride? 

Again, I do my own cooking. Even when! 
have a maid I superintend the cooking my- 
self, but we do not have @ maid unless sick- 
ness makes her presence necessary. I do 
my own baking. Home made bread feeds 
much farther than even the best of baker's 
bread—that is, of course, if you know how 
to bake good bread and this is not beyond 
the possibilities of a woman who really cares 
to save money. 

I begin my Monday purchases by laying 
in the supply of staples. One twenty-five

I must add that none of us cares for a 
heavy breakfast, but this item may be regu- 
lated by the careful housekeeper, For break- 
fast on Monday we have cereal with cream, 
bread and butter, coffee, and bananas, which 
have cost 10 cents, and so bring the ex- 
penditure for the week up to $4.90. For Mon- 
day's lunch there is a plain omelet for three 
and sometimes four, bread and butter, jelly 
(made at home), and tea or coffee. The jelly 
is averaged in at 10 cents, and the total 
mounts to 88. For Monday evening dinner 
there is lamb stew. Two pounds of meat, 
costing 40 cents, goes into this; carrots, which 
have cost 5 cents: boiled potatoes, custard 
made from the milk which has collected, plain 
cake and coffee. This may not seem luxuri- 
ous, but it is all wholesome and well cooked, 
and we are a healthy family. The $5 bas had 
an addition of 4 cents and at the end of the 
first day our expenditures have amounted to 
$5. 95. 

Tuesday's breakfast may consist of cereal, 
buttered toast, and coffee, and Tuesday's 
luncheon has for its chief dish lamb patties 
made from the left over ldmb of the night 
before, bread and butter, coffee, and stewed 
pears, which have cost 10 cents Total, 
$4.05. Tuesday’s dinner is made of Hamburg 
steak with flour gravy. The gravy adds prac- 
tically another dish. The steak is made from 
the round, and I watch the butcher te see that 
no stale or tough fibered pieces ot meat go 
into the hopper. It costs 50 cents for thie 
meat, and stewed corn as an additional! dish 
adds another 16 cents. There are mashed 
— 
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—and good soup grows richer in a warming 
over—to which has been added drop dump- 
lings, fried potatoes. bread and butter, and 
coffee makes up the Thursday luncheon with- 
out added cost. For dinner that evening 
there may be boiled ham—hot, of course 
which costs 50 cents; navy beans, at 10 cents; 
catsup at 10 cents, celery, 10 cents; lemon 
pie, with 10 cents for the lemons, bread and 
butter, and coffee. The dinner has cost 90 
cents—$8.45. 

Sliced bananas at 10 cents, hot muffins, 
sirup, and coffee for Friday breakfast—$8. 55, 
Friday luncheon—cream of bean soup (made 
from the navy beans of the night before), 
toast, tea, or coffee. Friday dinner, creamed 
codfish costing 20 cents, baked potatoes, let- 
tuce, 15 cents, jelly cake, and coffee—$8.90. 

Saturday breakfast—cereal, ground ham 
(left from the boiled ham of Thursday even- 
ing’s dinner), on toast, and coffee. Corn 
fritters for Saturday’s luncheon will cost 10 
cents, hot rolls and tea or coffee—$9 At din- 
ner there may be 40 cents’ worth of pork 
chops with mashed potatoes and stewed to- 
matoes which will cost 10 cents, cinnamon 
rolls (freshly baked and included as a regu- 
lar Saturday treat), apple pie, 10 cents; 
cheese, 10 centa—$9.70. 

Sunday is begun with a cereal, scrambled 
eggs, toast, and coffee. Dinner is served at 
noon with a leg of lamb, $1.25; mint sauce, 5 
cents; roasted potatoes, peas, 15 cents: olives,

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Home Sewer Needs to Be Expert to Make Her Own Winter Suit. 


By JANE BARTON. 
O frequent are the inquiries, “ How 
shall I make m: winter suit?’ or 
“ What do you think of making a coat 
suit at home?” that today I shall dis- 
cuss ‘it quite frankly from various 
standpoints. 

I always hesitate to advise making a cloth 
suit at home. I have seen some of the smart- 
est, best tailored looking suits of a Season 
made by friends at about half the cost of 
buying them. After admiring them I am al- 
most tempted to revise my opinion that the 
cloth suit is far better bought; but then 
comes the dismal failure, or the suit that 
looks home made, and back I switch to my 
original opinion that it is far wiser to econo- 
mize on something else and buy the street 
gult either ready made or from a good tailor. 

The home dressmaker must select her ma- 
terial carefully. If too heavy, as the friezes 
and covert cloths, the pressing is extremely 
difficult for the novice; if too light, as are 
many of the so-called novelty goods, the 
suit will soon look sleazy and even at first 
has not a well tailored look. Any of the diag- 
onal weaves, Bedford cord, serges, or wool 
ratines, are easily handled and not expensive. 

Do not experiment on your first suit with 
costly material. I should not advise paying 
more than a dollar and a half a yard for the 
first experiment. Most of the double width 


goods measure fifty-four inches wide, and 


five to six yards is a good allowence for a 
medium figuree. 


x * 
Choosing Your Model. 

You will need in addition about three-quar- 
ters of a yard of satin, velvet, or moire for 
overfacing the collar, two yards of soft 
French canvas; and a half yard of hair cloth 
for stiffening. three and a half or four yards 
ef yard wide satin, or one of the mercerized 
materials, if cost must be reduced, for a lin- 
ing, and buttons, either bone, cloth covered, 
or made of the material that faces the col- 
lar. 

Before you decide definitely on the amount 
of material—though six yards of fifty-four 
inch goods is an ample allowance for almost 
any style chosen—<hoose your model. Here 
Get apattern that 
is easy of construction, smart in line and cut, 
up to date in style, yet not so exaggerated as 
to be conspicuous and short lived. The uses 
of the suit must be considered. A purely 
business or street suit should be made on 
severe lines, however much you are tempted 


to fancy effects; the dressy suit for recep- 


tions, calling, and the like may be much more 
elaborate, though even here the woman who 
must wear her suits two seasons is conserva- 
tive. 
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sure the nap runs the same direction on all 
pieces, or the suit will look shaded even on 
plain ‘materials. Sometimes the fifty-four 
inch goods cut better with the doubled fold. 
When one-half the coat is cut leave the pat- 
tern pinned to the material anu place it face 
down on the right side of your material to 
cut the other half. Be sure both sides are 
“alike or your suit may be ruined. This isa 
common mistake with beginners. 
* * 
Putting in Canvas. 

After stitching remove bastings, clip the 
seams several times along the length, and 
press under a damp cloth with a heavy iron. 
You cannot do too much pressing if your suit 
is to look tailored. If possible, buy or im- 
provise a sleeve board. Slash pockets and 
stitching of outer edges; indeed, all stitch- 
ing should be done before the lining is put in. 

When the ordinary coat collar is used cut 
it double, have the canvas about a half 
inch smaller. Be careful not to stretch 
the canvas, as it ruins the fit of a collar. 
Both canvas and hair cloth should be shrunk 
before using. Attach to cloth with padding 
stitches, and strengthen the standing part 
with several parallel rows of stitches. Sew 
the canvas lined part of collar to neck 
edge of coat or in the model described to the 


A practical model is a three piece skirt, 
slightly fulled at the waist line, which is 
out high or regulation length, ae desired, and 
with a scant drapery slightly below the hips 
ending in a three inch pointed tab brought 
diagonally acrogs the front of the skirt from 
right to left. A large button and simulated 
buttonhole trims the point of tab, which is 
stitched a half inch in from the edge to givea 
tailored look.

Crooked Stitching Amateurish. 

The back of the skirt fastens a little to left 
of middie. There is an overlapping seam tc 
the bottom of the skirt, the placket being 
made ten inches deep on the upper part of it. 
The center seam may be sewed plain or can 
be left plain to tab and below be stitched a 
half inch to each side of the seam and small 
silk or cloth covered buttons are éet on each 
side an inch and a quarter apart. Hem the 
lower edge to the depth of five inches and 
stitch-with one or two rows of stitching. 

Use one of the narrow boned girdles to at- 
tach the skirt if the high waist line is de- 
sired, otherwise finish with a narrow band 
of firm silk the color of the skirt and make a 
narrow stitched belt of the cloth. Baste and 
fit carefuly before stitching the seams, and 
be sure to sew with straight lines, as nothing 
looks so amateurish as crooked stitching on 
the seams. 5 

If, as sometimes happens, your pattern, 
though bought by your hip measure, spans on

waist coat. Be accurate about notches or 
the collar will pull away. Where there is 
an overfacing of satin I prefer finishing 
collars and revers entirely and blind stitch- 
ing on the other parts, setting them about * 
half inch from the edge. 

The fronts of a coat are faced back with 
cloth, cut from odd strips of the material 
after other portions, and the outer edges 
of the coat are stitcned. Buttonholes are 
worked through the three thicknesses, but 
buttons are sewed so as not to show through 
the facing. 

The lining is cut like the coat, the front 
section only wide enough to cover edze of 
cloth facing, but the center back is one inch 
wider, to keep from pulling. It may be sewed 
in seams, fitted, and hemmed in on edges by 
hand, folding the extra fullness in a plait at 
back of neck. Cover the collar seam and 
come only to within a quarter of an inch from 
bottom, the cloth edges having been first 
turned up, and sew over the flat edge of the 
cloth front facing. 

Where one is not skilled in pressing it pays 
to take the suit to a good tailor for final 
pressing. Always have the goods sponged in 
the stores, or do it yourself. Where padding 
ia needed use a few layers of sheet wadding 
made thinner toward the edges.

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Weird Ways Carnegie 


INCE Andrew Carnegie established a 
fund of $5,000,000 to provide rewards 
for valorous deeds in the saving of 
human life, over 700 persons have been 
henered by the hero fund commission. 

Heroes and heroines—any number of them 
—have swum their way to medals, rescuing 
fellow creatures from what would have been 
watery graves. 

They have gone into burning buildings by 
scores to drag forth human beings that other- 
wise would have been victims of the flames. 

Thrilling rescues by the dozens have beeu 
made where trains, moving at a frightful 
pace, were about to crush ott lives, help- 
less on crossing or trestle. 

Explosions, cave-ins, runaways—all these 
have figured time and time again in real life 
dramas in which the finale has been the be- 
stowal of a Carnegie medal. 

Yet there are Carnegie medal winners who 
have gone out of the beaten paths. 

It was at Porters Lake, Pa., that Lucy 
E. Ernst, 20 years of age, saved Harry E. 
Schoenbhut, aged 16, from death from snake 
bite. Miss Ernst, though having a fever 
blister on her lip, repeatedly sucked the 
venom from a rattlesnake bite on Schoenhut's 
shoulder. 

Porter's lake is in the wildest part of Pike 
county, where the bear, the deer, the black 
bass, the pickerel, and the rattlesnake hold 
dominion, Miss Ernst and young Schoenhut, 
who were staying in the vicinity, started out 


one bright July day to inspect a pheasants 


nest. Plowing through the brush, Schoenhut 


stopped beside a fallen birch and reached

down for a stick. From the leaves there 
came a shrill, singing sound, Then came 
a quick rush of some sinuous thing, a darting 
through the air, and Schoenhut straightened 
up with the cry: 

A rattler’s got me!

Yingling, aged 24, lineman, were working to- 
gether on a job in Oil City, Pa., when Delo 
gianeed up in time to see his companion, 
working at the top of a pole, stiffen from a 
shock receivedon the wires. Delo started 
to climb the pole in going to the rescue when 


to his horror he saw Yingling start to fall 


The body was coming straight toward him. 
He could have dodged out of the way, but 
his only thoughts were of the terrible fall 
his fellow workman was about to receive. 
He reached out his arms and Yingling crashed 
inte them, the two being knocked to the 
The force of Vingling's fall had been 
broken and he survived. Delo survived, too, 
but for weeks he lay ill from a fractured 
skull. .

The anima! divertéd its wrath toward the 
interfering Kentuckian, who slashed at the 
animal, only to be knocked down and severely 


‘butted. Frantically, he stabbed, each time 


bringing forth spurts of blood, but ine knife 
Was a weak weapon at best. Graves was be- 
ginning to fear that he would not be able to 
survive the torture much longer. He was 
no longer able to make use of the knife. He 
saw everything turning black. 

At the critical moment Graves’ huge dog 
Adashed on the scene, attacking the bull with 
such ferocity that it was chased away. Both 
men were saved, but Graves suffered from 
a fractured rib and brufses all over his body.

insane Woman Battles in the Air. 


Sticking his fingers and the toes of his 
shoes into the meshes of a wire lattice screen, 
inclosing the porches of a hespital, Thomas 
W. Moran climbed a distance of forty-two 
feet and carried on a struggle with an in- 


da ne woman in order to save her from a fatal 


fall. 
The incident occurred in Pittsburgh, Pa. 
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Before he would have time 


Moran, a contractor, 42 years of age, was 
going home from work one evening when he 
saw a woman trying to make her escape 
from one of the top story windows. Moran 
realized that he must act quickly, and, fear- 
ing that the woman would come dashing to 
the ground any instant, he climbed on the 
wire inelosing. the hospital porches, deter- 
mined to make a rescue. 

The man reached the woman as she stood 
on a two inch ledge of the screen, forty-two 
feet above the ground. Throwing his arm 
bout her waist, he got behind her to keep 
her from falling, holding her there for twenty 
minutes, during which time she struggled 
desperately to free herself. Feeling himself 
growing wenker and weaker from the strug- 
gle, Moran began shouting for help. 

Help came when firemen dropped a noosed 
rope from the roof. Moran fastened the rope 
about the woman and she was hoisted and 
taken into the building. The rope was again 
lowered and Moran tied it about himself and 
was let down to the ground.

For an act of heroism, rivaling as a spec- 
tacle the climax of a melodrama and the 
feature of a circus, Leo Harold Nokes of Sac 
City, Ia., has been given a bronze medal. 

Nokes, a high school student, 20 years of 
age, saved a little girl from being run over 
by a train, by crossing the track on a bicycle, 
in the face’of the fast approaching locomo- 
tive and carrying tlie child out of danger just 
in time.

It was evident to Nokes, looking on at a 
distance, that the child wonld not escape 
the locomotive unless helped. Instantly he 
mounted his wheel and rode swiftly toward 
the crossing.

Then the bicycle rider, with 
the engine close upon him, was seen to ride 
directly on to the track and without losing

Will the Female of the Future 


Be Much Taller 


FREAKY place this world will be in 

some 3,000 years or so if the predic 

tions of scientists come near to being 
fulfilled. 

Statistics show lately that girls are put- 

ting on weight, right along and growing taller 


with a rapidity which has never been ob 


served before. And according to all indica- 
tions it seems that in the somewhat distant 
future the female of the species will be 
much taller than the “male.” One of the 
main reasons ascribed for this development is 
that attributed to the growing love of sports 
and outdoor exercises on the part of women, 
and they have more time to devote to sports 
while the men are busy pursuing their busi- 
ness interests.

Ears the Secret of Seasickness. 


F you are planning an ocesn trip and 
want to be perfectly sure that you are go- 
ing to escape the törments of ocean rough- 
ness it is plain from modern discoveries 

that you will have to pay attention to your 
ears. For they are the whole trouble, accord- 
ing to Dr. Norman Bennett, who believes that 
seasickness is caused by a fluid called “en 
dolymph,” which is found in the canals con 
nected with the human ear. 

These canals Dr. Bennett describes as “ hu- 
man spirit levels,” and the motion of a ship 
causes the fluid to be thrown violently against 
the sides of the canals, which have inner 
linings richly supplied with nerves in direct 
conimunication with the brain and the 
stomach. 

It is therefore natural that the ptching and

i T HE tango is not the tango!” 

That remark might be called cryptic, but it 

says just what I mean. I am sure the num- 

ber of people who can dance a real tango in 

America today could be confined to a few hundreds— 

that is, people who can dance anything that resem- 

bles the tango as it originated in South America ani 
Spain and is now being danced all over Europe. 

Here is an example of what I mean: I arrived in Chi- 
cago and as soon as the opportunity to dance presented it- 
self I, as usual, snatched it, and at a very nice dancing 
party I started gayly stepping about. Between dances 
one very good dancer said to me: You know the tango 
backwards, don’t you?” Being a modest little violet, I 
said, O, I wouldn't go as far as that, but I do love it! 
Do you?“ He replied, Lou bet; I never dance anything 
else.” 

To say that I was delighted would be putting it mildly, 
and, thinking to myself “ Shades of Paria and Deauville, 
I shall have a regular dance,” I said, Let's have him 
play a tango.” My friend said, There's ‘a peach of a 
tango!” as the band struck up “In My Harem.” I 
have never been known to remain sitting while they play 
1 ragtime tune, so off we started—and then I found ont 
that what most people call the tange is nothing more or 
less than a “ one-step dressed up a bit, with a few fancy 
steps to make it more difficult. 

Now for a description of the tango as it is being done 
and for three years has been the rage in Europe. In 
the first place, it is very slow—one item that may hurt 
its chance for success in America. To give you an idea 
of the time I would recommend that wonderful old Span- 
ish tune, La Poloma,” for all the new tangos are writ- 
ten after the stvle of that old favorite.

Music in Two-Four Time. 


The music is in two-four time, and the whole dance 
could be done in a drawing room, or for that matter in 
a kitchen if the drawing room is occupied, by pa and ma 
or the elder sister who must be married off this year. 

The dancing partners stand directly in front of each 
other, as shown in the picture marked “Correct tango 
position.” The man takes four steps backwards—that is 
always the beginning of the dance. Four steps, as if you 
were starting to “one-step,” only slowly. If you get the 
right music you will not want to dance any way but 
slowly. 

The position of the hand is as I described last week,

right foot back to its original position with a slight bend 
of the right knee. 

It is very difficult to describe a dance on paper, but I 
have had some pictures of feet taken, which on my part 
is a very brave act, as my feet are not what one might 
call “a dream of beauty,” even if I do play “ Cinderella.” 

But seriously, count one, two, three, four. On count 
one the man steps back on the left foot. Swings the 
right out a little to the right side on the second count. 
On the third count place it directly back of the left, and 
on the fourth count bend the knees slightly, then start 
right off again with tlie left. That makes one, two, three, 
four; the left foot one count and the right foot three 
counts. 

The girl does just the opposite. Count one, forward on 
right; count two, swing left out to side; count three, left 
goes in front of right, and on count four slight bend of 
the knees. Then start off again with the right on the 
“one.” That is the first step and the foundation of the 
tango. 

* 


Real Tango Wonderful Dance. 

In Paris at a dance I have danced with as many as 
fifteen good tango dancers in one evening, and I say right 
now that if America ever learns the real tango every one 
will be crazy about it, for that Spanish time is wonderful 
to dance to. Some say there are hundreds of tango steps. 
I personally have danced about forty variations, but it 
does me no good because when you get beyond eight dif- 
ferent steps they become personal steps that different 
people make up, and you dance them perhaps once with 
the originator and then never again. Worse luck! 

There is, however, a regular routine of steps that 
every one does. After the step I have just described they 
always go into the “ three-step,” which is like this: The 
couple stands more side by side, but with their arms in 
regular dancing position, and the arms that were bent 
at the elbow for the first step are now extended straicht 
out in front ef them. Then they take one, two, three 
steps, and on the third step lift the foot off the ground 
as if to kick. The foot, however, is lifted only about 
four inches off the ground. 

In this step the partners use opposite feet, and, in fact, 
that rule goes in most all the tango steps: the man start- 
ing with the left and the girl with the right, which 
amounts, in correct counting, to one, two, three, and on 
the three a very tiny kick. For the man left, right, left, 
and the kick with the left. For the girl right, left, right, 
and the kick with the right. In this step they are prac- 
tically walking along with their arms about each other. 
It sounds quite improper, but is really very nice. Now 
we have the first two steps of the tango.

The Third Is “ the Scissors Step.” 

Step three is known as the “scissors step.” The con- 
ple stand in front of each other, with arms retaining 
their same pésition—the man’s arm about the girl's waist 
and the girl's hand on his shoulder. And then they

ways, counting one, two, three, which keeps you going 


from right to left. 

Next comes the “ four-step.” 
“three-step.” You walk four steps forward, starting as 
usual with the opposite feet. At the end of four steps 
you turn and walk four steps back, retaining the same 
hold and looking over your shoulders, as it were. In 
this step a couple can go all around the room making 
triangles. The four-step is the nearest step to the one 
step that there is in the tango.

N every big department store, on about the 

second floor, there are two or more big 
windows that seem to come in for more 
than their share of attention. 

Uere, from 8:30 in the morning until the 
strong light fades at the end of the afternoon, 
men and women crowd with bright rolls t 
silk in their arms. There is much discussion 
as to whether two shades of blue really match, 
there is a great deal of advice given by expert 
salespeople, there are perplexed frowns and 
satisfied smiles. For these windows are in the 
corner known as “ the matching corzer.” 

Every big department «tore has a matching 
corner. 

Sometimes it is not a corner at all, but just 
a row of large windows in which the brightest 
light can shine. | 

Usually the matching corner is on the sec 
ond or third floor, for the light is better there 
than on the first floor. d 

But, no matter where it is located or how ‘t 
is arranged, there always is a matching corner 
in every store, where delicate materials may 
be matched in color and shade and where ter- 
tures may be examined. 

A west light is the most satisfactory for a 
matching corner. A west light tells the truth. 
It does not deceive by altering elusive shadzs 
until they look a bit different, as a soft south 
light is apt to do. A direct west light or a 
northwest light is the best, as it is strong and 
true. A matcher of color needs to be as care 
ful over the exact light as an artist. 

Summer is better than winter for matching: 
colors. Not only is a summer light stronger 
but it is not se cold a light. It is a pale yel- 
low, instead of blue, which is apt to be a tone 
of the light in winter. Then, too, days are 
longer in summer and there is more time ia 
Which to match colors. In winter colors may 
be matched satisfactorily from half past 8 or9 
in the morning until 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon. After 4 the light wanes. It has lost its 
usefulness as far as color matching is con- 
cerned. In summer one may match a color ia 
safety from 8 in the morning until 5 in the 
afternoon.

Men Can Match Colors! 


It is simple, after all, the matching corner, 
just a couple ef big windows and a clear, bril- 
liant west light. But it makes more difference 
than the average person imagines. 

Matching colors correctly is difficult. Not 
every one can do it. One must have “an eye 
for color” to be able to match two delicate 
pieces of silk so that there is harmony in the 
result. Sometimes it is a gift. There are peas 
ple who can never learn it. 

Men can match colors! 

That is a discovery that women are just 
making. It is an especially joyful discovery, 
for it shows a new use for husbands They 


may now be sent down to the shops in safety 

to match a bit of silk or velvet. They are 

pretty apt to be successful at the matching. 
Most of the buyers and head salesmen in the 


silk departments of the Jarge shops are men. 


Most of the large foreign dressmaking estab- 
lishments have a man at the head.. Men have 
a keener perception of color than many women 
believe. Although usually disliking brilliant 
tints for themselves, they ar- quite aware of 
their charms on the fairer sex and are fully 
able to choose harmonizing colors. Today in 
the matching cornetg of the big shops men are 
much in evidence. They no longer enter tim- 
idly and, hesitate about choosing colors. Now 
they approach the matching corner with confi- 
dence, laden with the of silk, and 
choose the correct colur as correctly and nearly 
always much more rapidly than a woman. 

“ One thing good about the men silk match-

ers.“ said the head of a big silk department, 


“they are willing to take advice. If they are 
not sure about the match of pieces of silk they 
will ask the expert in charge. Then they will 
follow the advice given. Women do not like 
to take advice. They feel that they know bet- 
ter themselves. Give them expert advice and 
they are just ‘as liable to choose the other 
color. We cannot compel ctustome?s to match 
silks correctly. We can just give them our 
advice.“

Blue the Most Deceiving Color. 

The woman who sends her husband down to 
match a difficult shade of silk need not worry 
over his selection. Ile is quite as likely, even 
more likely, if we are to believe those in au- 
thority, to bring home an exact match than a 
woman might have been. . 

Matching colors is an art. Before one can 
sell silk or pose as a color expert there is a 
system of matching that must be learned. A 
person who has a poor eye for color cannot 
learn it. 

The first and foremost principle in matching 
silk is to get a good light, a strong, naturif 
daylight, on the silk. That is why the mateh- 
ing corner is so important. 

Artificial light should never be used to 
match silks. of any kind. “ven silks that are 
t» be worn for evenings only should be matched 
under a strong daylight. This is the first and 
most important rule that shoufd be learned 
and remembered by the matcher of silks. 

Nearly every color is affected by artificial 
light. Some colors seem darker, others seem 
lighter. But the great trouble is that some 
colors change their entire tone and character. 
Under artificial light they are altered so that 
they look like entirely different colors and 
shades. 

Blue is the most deceiving color to match. 
Women who think that matching a piece of 
ordinary blue silk is an easy matter should

undeceive themselves at once. All siades of 
blue are difficult, but the most 4ifficult is the 
regulation medium blue. This blue becomes 
almost a purple in artificial light. AN shades 
of blue become more purple in tone when they 
are shown under anything except the bright 
light of midday. 
„„ * 
Soft Silks Easiest to Maich. 

Violet is nearly as difficult to match as blue 
is. Under the rays of gas or electricity violet 
becomes more red. A violet that is cool toned 
in daylight will show warm red tones at night. 
In purchasing an evening gown of violet color 
this change should be taken into consideration. 

All colors change under artificial light, 
though the 93 other colors is not so 
pronounced. Red ‘appear more yellow un- 
der artificial rays and so will green. Green, 
too, will lose some of its brilliancy and appear 
a trifle dull. 4 

Gray is a satisfactory color, or, rather, lack 


of color, to choose for a gown that is to be 


worn in the événing. Gray, unless it be of 
the yellow gray variety, will not change 
color under artificial light. 

In purchasing a silk of @ pale shade the 
buyer should remember that the color will ap- 
pear even a bit paler in artificial light. Fiven 
the brightest of the pastel shades will be a bit 
more shadowy under the rays of the électro- 
lier. i 

Soft silks are easier to maten in color than 
stiff silks. They have a double advantage, in 
fact, for they wear better, too. Taffeta silks, 
even of the best, are Hot guaranteed to wear 
well. Corded silks are the best wearing varie- 


ties, and usually there is less trouble in match 


ing them. Poplins and ottomans are soft in 
color and excellent in wearing 7 qualities. 
| * ae aie 


Color Varies with Texture. 

If a woman is purchasing & hew gown and 
finds that she cannot get two pieces of cloth or 
silk that match perfectly it is far wiser to get 
one piece of silk and to trim the gown with

chiffon or lace than to put two pieces of silk 
together that do not harmonize perfectly. The 
unharmonized silk or trimming is the mark of 
the amateur dressmaker. The professional 
dressmaker, A she cannot fnd two pieces of 
material that blend perfectly, abandons one of 
them and chooses lace for a trimming. 

Color varies with texture. A thin piece of 
silk of the identical dye as a heavy piece looks 
lighter. ‘This, too, must be taken into consid- 
eration when matching. It is difficult to match 
two pieces of silk, especially if one is a plain 
silk and the other a brocade. These may be 
combined, however, even if the shades are not 
the same, if the tone value is identical. It is 
best under these circumstances to select the 
fancy silk in the darker :hide, for it brings 
out the brocade or figure when this is done and 
adds richness to the finished frock. 

Even if a gown is to be worn exclusively as 
an evening frock every bit of the matching of 
the colors myst be done at the matching cor- 
ner or under a natural light or the result will 
be inharmonious. Colors that seem to blend 
perfectly under artificial light will be conffiet- 
ing masses of color under natural light at the 
matching window. The woman who says, 0. 
no one will ever see this except at night; 1 
don’t care if it doesn’t match in the daytime,’ 
is doing herself an injustice. She is buying 4& 
gown that will look wrong th every one, even 
if it is hard to distinguish at the first glance 
just what is wrong with it. “Go to the day- 
light.” That is the one big secret for the silk 
matcher. :

Black Hardest Color to Match. 
Have you ever tried to match black stk? 
Did you have any trouble over it? 

That is not a foolish question. For, accord- 
ing to Samuel Fournier, u si and color ex- 
pert, black is one of the hardest of all “ col- 
ors te match. 

here are two kinds of lack silk materials. 
Yarh dyed silk is silk in which the thread is 
dyed before it is made up into cloth. Piece 
dyed silk is dyed after the cloth has been 
woven. An expert can tell at a glance wheth- 
er or not a piece of black silk is yarn dyed or 
piece dyed. The yarn dyed is the far easier to 
match. i 

Besides this difference there is a difference 
in color. No black silk is really black, A 
piece of silk may seem black to the casual ob- 
server. It may be called black. Hut it really 
isn’t bluck at all. It is dark brown or dark 
blue or dark red. Of course, it is so dark that 
tt gives an appearance of being absolutely 


. flack. Rut there is no such thing as an abso 


Inte black in silk or in any dress material. 
Matching black goods is difficult, therefore, 
because one must be able to tell whether the 
black has more brown, red, or tine in it and 
match it to a piece of black godds containing 


— 


the same color value. After two blacks” of 
different color value have been worn one can 
note the difference in color. It is this same 
color in black that makes cheaply dyed black 
silk turn rusty or gray after it has been 
worn. 

There is no such thing as a white dress. 

You cannot purchase a piece of white silk. 

The best matching corner in Chicago would 
fail to show one single bolt of absolutely white 
silk. 

Pure white, just like pure black, is an im- 
possibility in silk. 

There are three colors of white silk. They 
are oyster white, which is sometimes called 
pure white, though-it has a slightly blue tinge 
to it; ivory white, which has a tinge of pale 
yellow, so pale that it is rot discernible except 
by an expert; and cream white, in which the 


- yellow tone can plainly be seen. Of all three 


shades it is not the pure white or oyster white 
which is the most beautiful. Ivory white, with 
ite faint tinge of yellow, is the most popular 
“ white” silk end is considered the most beau- 
tifal by experts. They say it is the best white 
4% use and makes up into far prettier frocks 
than either of the other two White silks.

The matching corner has come to stay. Now 
that women, and men, too, have learned the 
advantages of matching colors where there is 
real light they will no longer be content with 
matehing shades in a haphazard way under 
eas or electricity.

from his retreat by means of the calf's tail 
(or bacon strip) and the anise seed oil. 

Sober mindéd peeple who go home from 
their downtown offices at an early hour can- 
not appreciate the possibilities of this kind 
of pot hunting. Some few of the night owls 
who haunt the shadows of the skyscrapers 
until the morting papers are an the street 
tell weird stories of seeing droves of husky 
rodents gallop across the pavement and into 
some building. There tales are usually cred- 
ited to confused vision and ridiculed. But 
the rat catcher can prove that what they say 
is true in nearly every large city, and par- 
ticularly in those which have a water front. 

One would think that in this age of num- 
berless tat traps and countless poisons 
the rat catcher would find little demand for 
his labor. But as a matter of fact the few 
men who follow this business find that every 
working hour is fully Oeoupied. They will 
cite scientific authorities, also, to prove that 
poisons and traps are of very little value 
when large numbers of rodents are td be 
exterminated. One rat may be foolish enough 
to taste the poison, but in five minutes the 
whole colony will know of his misfortune, 
let him drop dead in his tracks, and never 
go near him. Another may find his way into 
a cage trap, regardless of the scent of the 
human hand upon it, but all his relatives will 
hear his lamentation and remain away. An- 
other may step in a spring trap, but his can- 
nibalistie brethren will remove him—in 
pieces--—and steer clear of the danger them- 
selves.

Always the rat catcher gets paid twice for 
his work once by the person for whom he 
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works and then by the people who buy his 
wares at 20 cents a head.

How Phone Company Uses Rats. 


It will puzzle nearly any one to know what 
tise a telephone company has for live rats or 
why the city companies use them and the 
country exchanges have no need of them.

Aftet the conduits are once in the ground 
it is a troublesome thing to force a big cable 
through them. In this field the rat has 
been found to be a most efficient aid.

As soon as the door of the ferret cage Is 
opened the littl animal scurries inte the 
conduit after the rat, while the line is paid 
out grudgingly bebind him.

HAT “The Yellow Jacket” subsists 

precariously at the Fine Arts theater, 

proceeding from one week to another in 

dubious enjoyment of our indifferent 

hospitality, is a matter for reflection «es 
wellasregret. Here isan entertainment that 
hes had the advantages of an abundant if 
somewhat magisterial indorsement by our 
playgoing patriciate for months. Its beauty, 
power, fragrance, humor, imagery, and origi- 
nallty have been extolled copiously in and 
out of print until it has become a Topic in the 
discussion of which participants vie with 
one another in ardent expression of their 
efmiration. No word is uttered in dissent. 
It would seem that a vast and happy at- 
tendance would be formed by this torrent of 
edulation, for it is an axiom of the theater 
that a play which inspires one to speak ta- 
vorably of it to one's neighbor, is certain of 
fiscal success. :

Yet The Yellow Jacket has been per- 
formed at the Fine Arts before audiences 
more enthusiastic than numerous, just as it 
was last season under less apostolic\guspices 
at Powers’, where it reached so precipitately 
s angle of repose. Reputation has not been 
asynonym for commercial popularity. There 
were doubts for 4 time that the play 
would survive longer than a fortnight. In a 
commodious and convenient theater, with a 
courteous and enterprising management, this 
pretty-well acted play, disinterestedly and 
fervently acclaimed as a masterpiece of its 
kind, has suffered neglect. Elsewhere enter- 
tainments about whose perfection some doubt 
has been expressed are prosperous, and the 
public is said to be hungering for the drama, 
breaking the records of theatrical exchequers 
in several quarters. Not, however, at the 
Fine Arts. Perhaps, in the affair of 
“The Yellow Jacket, we have praised with 
reason but not with tact. They are weary, it 
may be, of hearing Aristides called the just. 
At any rate the situation adds another mys- 
tery to the psychology of playgoing, and it is 
well that its solution is in such competent 
bands.

But encomium is insistent where The Yel- 
low Jacket is concerned, and that drama 
must here be made even more unfortunate in 
ite friends. It is said that in London the 
droll property man, with his comic burden of 
mul, alone caused the play’s success, and 
that its other qualities of allegorical melo- 
drama and “ scenic imaginativeness '’ were 
not much considered. At the Fine Arts, to be 
smug, we are not at all like that. We find “The 
Yellow Jacket,” paraphrasing Sir Benjamin 
Backbite, to be a neat rivulet of poetry, 
meandering through a rare meadow of bur- 
lesque and romantic parable; and we enjoy 
the entire landscape. We melt in sympathy 
with the lovers on their amorous voyage, 
though their bark is but a wooden bench, and 
their silvery river only in the mind’s eye, 

There ig artless intrigue of bad against 
good, and we detest the one and are fond of 
the other. Murder is done, afid we feel the 
proper horror when a severed head is rep- 
resented by a crimson cushion. Save when 
the actors grow too broad in their emphasis 
of the absurdities (which should never be 
emphasized by the actor) we follow the fable 
and its pretty speech in as much illusion as 
if it had every scenic advantage and disad- 
Yantage—returning to our alsle seats now 
and then with some delicious bit of comic 
nalvets or satire. We have a good time at 
“The Yellow Jacket.“ No doubt it would 
more closely conform to the conventional 
ideal of a play for the youthful were certain

Carter De Haven has come to the rescue 
of the men who don’t know what to wear. 
Mr. De Haven is playing in All Aboard” 
at the American Music Hall. He is an au- 
thority on masculine wearing apparel. You 
may not admire his voice, but you cannot 
help admire, or at least notice, his shirts and 
cravats. His dancing, to you, may seem 
doubtful, but his suits will appear absolutely 
correct. There is no question but that Mr. 
De Haven has solved the question of clothes 
for men. He admits it himself. 


“The day for the man who dressed simply 
has passed,” says Mr. De Haven. In our 
grandfather's time men were contented with 
one suit of homespun for weekdays, with per 
ha'ps a black suit for Sunday and dress up 
occasions. That time has paseed. It has 
passed with other accompaniments of the 
simple fe The man who wishes to be in 
style today must have a suit for each day in 
the week, but if he cannot afford six well fit- 
ting and tailored sack suits, it is best for 
him to buy a fewer number and have them 
perfect fitting than to buy six and have them 
of cheap material, poorly made, 
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“The man who can afford only three, or 
even only two sults, may etif] be well dressed

not buy cheap shoes and have sufficient pairs 
to change frequently.

Monuments have been unveiled and 
the sons and daughters of Italy, scattered 


over the operas of three continents, have 


foregathered in Parma, in Milan, in Rome, 


in Naples, and in a hundred smaller cities 


to share the glories. of the centenary. 
be Italians do well to honor their master, 
for their debt to him is great. Artistically 
the debt of other lands is scarcely less. For 
Verdi found the opera an empty and trivial 
thing wherein singer and composer labored 
S¢ogether for unworthy display and for the 
mere sensuous gratification of the lis- 
tener. He left jt an art form restored to 
that power and beauty in which it was con- 
 esived. He made music the potent servant 
of the drama. He made melody to exalt 
the poetry, and song to enhance the glamour 
qf romance, to become the voice of tragedy 
‘gpd comedy alike. 
bat lesson the whole world learned from 
ft art. But Italians, who can link each step 
in its development with some phase of their 
country's struggle for freedom, discover in 
Ferdi a fisute of political as well as artistic 
g@gnificance, ahd honor the patriot as much 


“gs the artist. This is difficult for Americans 
to understand. We know how to honor the 


patriots our nation has produced, especially 


hen they have been dead for half a century 
“or more. We know how to honor the compos- 
drs that other lands have produced, and quite 
rocently a wave of sentiment swept over the 
9 amateur music clubs of the country because 
dene of our composers who had lived and 


4abored with slight recognition died pitifully 
and before his time. But it will be at some 


dum and distant period in our development 


that we recognize a composer aß a national 


figure. 


With us music is divorced from national- 


dum; an exotic luxury imported at great ex- 
pense to be enjoyed sincerely enough but 
with a certain doubt as to the profit gained 
- from the indulgence of our genuine love for it. 
So while we spend $600,000,000 a year for 


music we do not comprehend such enthusi- 


- astic devotion as the Italians just now are 


exhibiting toward Verdi or as the Germans 
showed for Wagner last spring. 
Yet we can thrill in undemonstrative fash- 


im in the contemplation of Verdi's achieve- 


ments in art. The realization of an ideal, 
even though concerned merely with art, is 
something that commands respect. And we 
have been somewhat slow t6 grasp the ideals 
of Verdi's art because they were attained 
by methods that brought immediate pleas- 
ure to the listener. Verdi began as a creator 
of warm, pulsing Italian melody, the melody: 
of song. When after his eightieth year his 


work was done, melody was still the dominant 


factor in his art. 
It began as melody for melody’s sake, the 


- spontaneous and unconsidered expression of 
| f warm, responsive nature. 


It ended as 
melody inseparably joined to the drama, 
melody in which the figures on the stage 
moved and lived and achieved instant and 


complete characterization for themselves 


and for the dramatic moment. Thus in II

Verdi created an Italian music drama. It 
turned upon no complicated scheme of lead - 


ing motifs in symphonic development. But 
with melody to define each personage in the 


— 
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fama, to underscore the mood of each pass- 
ing moment in the action, it achieved a union 
of music and the drama more complete than 
that accomplished by the more reflective 
methods of Wagner. So it happens that 
while Wagner, telling the whole story of the 
drama by the thorough, if somewhat ponder- 
ous, system of orchestral symbolism which 
he devised, has found a permanent place in 
the concert hall, Verdi hag remained in the 
theater. To separate his music from the 


associated action is to rob it of more than 


half its value. 


It is not to be assumed that Verdi's music is 

less rich in harmonic and orchestral resource 
than that of his great German colleague. On 
the contrary, it exploits a range of effect in 
instrumental and harmonic color that is as 
wide as that developed in any contemporary 
art. But it never evolves these tributary 
resources at the expense of melody, which 
remains the insistent and persuasive agent 
of appeal addreasing itself directly and un- 
mistakably to the heart of the listener. The 
arts of harmony and orchestration adorn it, 
illumine it, enrich it with an infinite variety 
of mood picturing effect to the strengthening 
of its emotional suggestion. But they remain 
tributary. 
When some one arises who can explain 
the power of melody, who can analyze 
its mysterious capacity to touch the senses 
and the emotions, then will the art of Verdi 
have its correlated literature setting forth 
its philosophy. Until thay time the world 
must accept him as the inspired genius who 
knew the human heart. His letters reveal 
much of the quality of that knowledge, Par- 
ticularly illuminating is one to the painter 
Morelli wherein Verdi dfines the character of 
Iago: ; 

Nothing better than that Iago should be 
clothed in black, for his soul is black. 0 
For the type of Iago himself the matter is 
more serious. You would like a man of short 
figure, undeveloped, and if I have under- 
stood you, one of those artful, sharp, ma- 
lignant figures. If you envisage him thus, 
follow your idea. But; if I were an actor 
and were to try the part of Othello, I 
should want to see a figure rather lean and 
long, Wit thin lips, little eyes near the 
nose like monkey’s, the forehead high 
and retreating, and the head large in the 
back; a manner that is nonchalant, dis- 
tracted, indifferent to everything, incredu- 
lous, mordant, saying the good and the evil 
lightly, as though not thinking about it; 
so much so that if some one were to address 
reproaches to him, saying, ‘But you are 
proposing something infamous,’ he could 
reply, ‘Really? . I didn’t suppose so. 

Let's talk no more of it.’ A figure like 
this could deceive every one, even his wife; 
while a figure that is artful and malignant 
excites suspicions and deceives no one. 
Amen!“ 

Verdi's correspondence with his publisher. 
Ricordi, quite naturally causes him to give 
rather frequent expression to the ideals cher- 
ished by him for his art as these came into 
conflict with business methods. The follow- 
ing fragment is characteristic: 


Tou ought not think only of performances 


and profits. You well know that when art 
is vilified I make it my duty to avenge it; 
unless I do that, whatam I? A day 
laborer, a merchant who carries his mer- 
chandise to the store and permits the store 
to exploit it as it wishes. That isn’t what I 
want. I said the other day that if I had 
wished to make a business venture out of 
my art nothing would have prevented me 
from, writing an opera each year after 
„Traviata and from gaining thereby a 
fortune three times greater than that which 
I now possess. I had other ideas concern- 
ing art—I have proved it by the care which 
I have taken with my latest works—and I 
should have succeeded if I had not found 
opposition or at least indifference in every- 
thing and everybody.”

He 
was not catholic in his tastes,as was Mr. Mor- 
gan, but within the limits he set for them his 
collections, it is no exaggeration to say, are 
incomparable in America or Europe.” 

It was his custom to replace a picture or 
specimen by a-finer one whenever possible, 
so that by a process of ruthless selection he 
filled his moderate sized apartment with mas- 
terpieces of painting, porcelain, enamels, 
textiles, rock crystal carvings, etc. He dis- 
liked publicity, and the Hudson-Fulton exhi- 
bition of Dutch art was the first occasion of 


~ his lending anything for public exhibition. 


The value of the collection will probably 
surprise the museum author.ties and the pub- 
Me. Mr. Altman is said to have paid a round 
million for two portraits by Velaeques and 
another for four pictures from the Kann col- 
lection—three of them by Rembrandt and one 
by Ruyedael. And this is only a beginning. 

The collection includes thirteen Rem- 
brandts, six being of the firet rank, a Holbein 
portrait, two genre subjects by Frans Hals, 


three fine Memlings, a Dürer, and a Vermer. 


Of Italian masters Botticelli, Giorgione, and 
Francia are among those represented, and it 
is sald that half a million was paid for the 
great Mantegna Madonna, sold in Berlin in 
1910. Early Florentine and French sculp- 
tures, early tapestries, early German and 
Ttalian rock crystals, Chinese porcelains, and 
oriental rugs‘were all spécialties of Mr. Alt- 
man’s taste; in certain of these departments 
his collection is said to surpass that of the 
late J. P. Morgan. 
ö — 

che fact that Mr. Altman was collecting his 
treasures for the people lends dignity to his 
exacting taste, his secretiveness, and his vast 
expenditures. It is scarcely unfair to say 
that no one has any right, in this democratic 
era, to collect treasures of this character 
for merely personal and family property, for 
the pleasure of a few. The second rate is 
good enough for the few; art of the first im- 
portance is not personal property—it belongs 
to the world. 

Great art belongs, that is, to those choice 
spirits who have eyes to see it, minds to learn 
from it, and souls to be inspired by it. The 
only way it can reach these few, its true 
owners, is through continual exposure in 
some, public place—a museum, a state house, 
a city hall, a church, or out of doors in a park 
or along the road. To shut up great art ina 
private house is to appropriate toa few what 
does not belong to them: it is to hide it from 
those others, the elect here and there, born in 
hovels as well as palaces, to whom it does 

On the other hand, there should be no 
greater pleasure on earth, within reach of a 
man of vast wealth, than the collection, for 
the people, of art of the first rank. Such a 
man may feel legitimately that he has @ right 
to enjoy, study, and improve his collection, 
to enrich it at vast expense, and to keep it 
to himself as an incomplete work, during 
his lifetime. In doing this he is performing 
a high public service, and inoidentaliy he 
is educating himself in the beauty of the 
world, becoming intimate with some of the 
great spirits of all races and eras. When 
death brings an end to his quest, however, 
or even earlier if he feels that it is complete, 
the only thing he can honorably do is to make 
the people his heirs. 

Im doing so, moreover, he insures to his 
name honorable remembrance. Posterity 
will forget his business triumphs, whether 
they were founded on justice or injustice; 
but people will always be grateful for the 


—— 


higher service; and, just as our imaginations 
surround with a certain glamour the rich or 
princely. art patrons of the past, so will pos- 
terity enrich and enlarge the images of to- 
day's benefactors. 

— 

The retrospective exhibition of paintings 
by the two brothers, Alexander Harrison 
and Birge Harrison, now at the institute, 
fills the three galleries formerly devoted to 
the collection of the antiquarians. Two of 
them contain eighty-four pictures, many of 
them large, by the elder brother, and the 
third has fifty by the younger. Among the 
former are two pictures lent by the Luxem- 
bourg, while American museums and pri- 
vate owners have been generous. 

It would be polite to review this exhibition 
in the spirit of the catalogue. “‘ Alexander 
Harrison, we are told therein by Arthur 
Hoeber,. has been a maker of art history, 
an important figure for more than thirty 
years in Europe as well as in his own coun- 
try, where, by virtue of his originality, his 
scholarly attainments, and his poetic outlook 
on nature, he has held attention and serious 
admiration. The sea, the figure, landscape, 
all these he painted in a manner so novel, so 
personal, so convincing, so entirely his own 
that literally all Europe sat up ond took 
notice. Said the eminent German art his- 
torian, Richard Muther: ‘ Every one of his 
pictures was a palpable hit: In Arcadia 
was painted with such virtuosity, felt with 
such poetry, and was so free from all the 
heaviness of earth that one hardly had the 
sense of looking at a picture at all.“ And 
Mr. Hoéber adds: “It made a veritable 
gensation at the salon, was bought for the 
Luxembourg gallery, and the man’s fame 
was settled for all time.“ 

‘Well, here it is—this picture of nude girls 

im a wood which settled a man's fame for all 
time. Here also are Solitude and Twi- 
light,” two other early successes; and al- 
though The Wave, perhaps the best of 
them all, did not come, we have enough to 
judge by. What is the matter? Why do 
we feel heavy hearted in the presence of 
these early triumphs and later achievements 
of an important man who has made art his- 
tory and whose fame is settled for all time? 
Winslow Homer, who painted the sea for 
half a century, and whose fame is not set- 
tled Sut ever growing, does not make us sad; 
somehow his triumphs, early or late, are tri- 
umphs still—his work, even though not im- 
pressionistic or post-impressionistic, does 
not look old fashioned. 

Alexander Harrison in those early eighties 
was a new fashion, and as such he was ex- 
travagantly acclaimed. He enjoyed that 
most dangerously intoxicating of all experi- 
ences, success in youth, and then something 
happened, for he never grew beyond it. 
Either he was too much occupied in making 
art history.“ with all the club work and 
dinners and politics which that requires, or 
else for some other reason he lost heart and 
freshness of inspiration and ne ‘er met with 
experiences big enough, beautiful enough 
to give him a new start. Perhaps the trou- 
ble was merely that he was born in Philadel- 
phia; that he was at heart too conventional, 
too well poised, too gentlemanly, too full of 
“scholarly attainments" and ‘ poetic out- 
look to be a great artist. 

Edouard Manet died in 1883, about the time 
that In Arcadia’’ was bought by the Lux- 
embourg and Les Amateurs’’—one of the 
very best pictures in the Harrison show, by 
the way—by the Art institute. Manet's great 
nude, Olympe,“ had not been acclaimed. by 
the salon, but refused; yet now, in the Louvre. 
it almost effaces with its glory everything else 
in the gallery where it hangs. The men of 
the early elghties saw lese in “ Olympe” 
and more in In Arcadia,” than wae actually 
there—another lesson in the blunders of con- 
temporary criticism. Time has been revis- 


ing their opinions, and now, after thirty years, 


we are nearer to its final verdict. 

The best pictures shown by Alexander Har- 
rieon are, I should say, the two early ones, 
Solitude and Les Amateurs,” the latter 
being the second purchaseof the Art institute. 
A few later marines of quality approaching 
these are Twilight ” (No. 5), “ Rose 1 - 
light.“ and Lunar Mists.”

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The young brother, Birge Harrison, is 
the tortoise who has caught up with the hare. 
He had no triumphs in youth, but he has 
progressed slowly and steadily to a point 
about as high as the good journalist in art 
can reach. His pictures always lack the 
magic touch; there is a fatal literalism in bis 
point of view which no amount of patience 
and care can alter. He has a way of missing 
the point, as when, in the two or three studies 
of the Flatiron, he gives only the base of the 
building, cutting off that great prow which 
shoots out skyward. His pictures are faith- 
ful transcripts, painted in a style rather 
smooth and hard, but presenting accurately, 
in the best of them, the beauty of the soene. 
** Moonrise on the Beach and Moonrise in 
Charleston Harbor are almost poetic. 

The art crafts exhibitions are narrowing 
down to too small a field. This should be 
one of the most important and stimulating 
shows of the year, bearing a direct rela- 
tion to many industries; but except for the 
department of silver and jewelry, it becomes 
annually less important and stimulating. We 
used to have beautiful work in leather; now 
Charles R. Tandell & Co.'s screens, and a 
few book bindings by Messrs. Chatfield, Gra- 
beau and others are about all in that fleld 
Furniture and all cabinet work and carv- 
ing in wood has almost dropped out, also 
work in ivory. brass, and copper, designs for 
wall paper, textiles, and carpets, and many 
other things. 

This year in ceramics the showing is nar- 
rower than usual, and most of the potters 
are #0 afraid of color that one would like to 
throw at their heads a bowlful of Honolulu 
fishes. Most of those suave and pearly 
Rookwood effects are, in my opinion, deadly 
dull. One could stand a few, but not thie end- 
less array—it was not thus that the Persians 
and Chinese made the world bloom with color. 
I would rather have the tiniest luster vase by 
one of the Chicago Ceramic club ladies. 


— 

The embroideries, laces, and weavings are 
charming, but not important. We have en- 
tremely pretty bureau covers, bags, mata, 
towels, te., but nothing which any maker, 
however, ambitious, would dare to class witb 
medieval or oriental work of the kind. These 
things should be here, but they should be 
merely a beginning. 

Among hundreds of jewels those of Mmes. 
Shaw, Rockwell, Conklin, Hasen, Rogers, 
Dixon, and of James H. Winn and Albert 
Seror seem to me to have quite unusual 
beauty, a rare exquisiteness. The silver 
trophies of Robert Jarvis are sturdily archi- 
tectural after a system of his own, much 
simpler and stronger than the rococo con- 
vention usual in such pieces. 

Arthur J. Stone's silverware is a beautiful 
adaptation of colonial design, showing a 
delicate instinct for line. I. V. Friedman 
and K. F. Leinonen also show fine bowls, 
etc., and Mildred Watkins’ enameled silver 
is exquisite. The enameled boxes of Eliza- 
beth Copeland can scarcely be overpraised. 
For beauty of design, color, and workman- 
ship, they are worthy of a place in any 
museum.

HE tug of war which has been going 
on between motoring interests of Chi- 
cago and the city hall for several years 
has ended a draw, and now for the 
firet time the executives of the city 

and the automobile men are pulling in one 
direction for mutual benefit, 

That this situation exists is due entirely 
to the associated roads organizations of IIli- 
nois and Cook county, a body which, al- 
though in its infancy, has accomplished more 
than the fifteen or twenty other clubs and 
organizations which have flourished for a 
time and died for want of support within the 
last two years. . 

In the associated roads organizations the 
mayor evidently has found a medium to be 
trusted. He has received with courtesy and 
consideration the missionaries from the or- 
ganization who have approached him with 
the hope of securing recognition. Embas- 
sies from other clubs and organizations have 
made visits to the mayor's office within the 
last two years, but no two embassies wanted 
the same thing, and in most cases the objects 
of the visits were distinctly dissimilar and 
often contrary. Naturally this bred dis- 
trust. 

The mayor was not the only official to shy 
at the motoring interests. The chief of po- 
lice, the chairman of the board of puhlie 
works, and others found there was no o- 
ordination of interests and that it was im- 
possible to please one organization without 
offending another. Out of this chaos hard 
feelings grew and several clubs were formed 
whose inception was based on a spirit com- 
bative and uncompromising. Until a month 
ago the automobile men and the mayor were 
at swords’ points. Then the associated roads 
organizations of Chicago and Cook county 
was formed and from the minute of its in- 
ception peace has reigned and something 
geems likely to be accomplished. 

— : 

The headlight proposition was the first 
problem attacked by the roads organizations 
and the city hall on a scientific basis. Inter- 
est seethed in this proposition for two or 
three weeks and finally the matter of proper 
lighting was left to an expert committee of 
the roads organizations. 

The problem now is to find what has be- 
come of that committee and whether after a 
month’s deliberations and experiments they 
have reached any conclusions that will re- 
lieve the present uncertain situation. There 
is no evidence that the police department 
intends to enforce the ordinance regulating 
blinding headlights. The motorist is in a 
constant state of question and doubt. No 
standard has been set for him to meet. 
„Some machines are carrying bright head- 
lights, some are not. Some cars are carry- 
ing dimmers regulated from the dash of the 
automobiles, which Chief McWeeny em- 
phatically declared illegal. Some machines 
are using a biind over the upper half of the 
refiector which relieves the glare at fifty 
feet, but does not have any effect on it at 
150 feet. Some machines are carrying lights 
that are so dim it makes driving hazardous, 
and still others are making no apparent ef- 
fort to shield their lights. 

This problem should be decided one way 
or another if the associated roads organiza- 
tions and the chief of police are to be re- 
spected by those who believed their interests 
mutual and that definite results were certain 
to be obtained. 


— 

The associated roads organizations now are 
in the throes of a struggle with the city, 
county, and state to secure the permanent 
improvement of at least three and possibly 
five main through routés next year. The or-

ITH the approach of cold weather, 
\ | which may appear with a remark- 


able degree of suddenness, so far as 
the motorist is concerned, there will 
come the usual wail about hard 
motors, frozen radiators, and 
cracked cylinders. It will be the same story, 
year after year—the average motorist will 
fail to observe warnings, and some morning 
will find himself facing a repair bill for one 
or more of the mishaps mentioned, all due to 
his own neglect in the matter of providing 
egainst the approaching of Jack Frost. 
There is little danger, possibly, for another 
month in this matter, and yet weather is 
guch a changeable thing that a decided freeze 
may come any night, and where a cars kept 
ip a cold garage or barn, the damage may 


_ pave resulted in a short time. 


Radiators are now so constructed that the 
copper tubing will stand considerable expan- 
gion due from the freezing of the water, 
put thie is not so with regard to the water 
jackets of the cylinder, which, being made 
from cast iron, will crack immediately upop 
the forming of, the ice, which exerts a ter- 
rific expansive force. It is not usual that 
the iron between the water and the inside 
of the cylinder will yield, inasmuch as this is 
go shaped as to resist the expansion, where its 


“neighbor on the outside would yield more 


readily. 

Thus it is usual for the outside of the water 
jacket to suffer through the expansion. It is 
fortunate that this is so, because this is not 


_ a serious bit of danger, inagmuch as it may 


be easily remedied through the oxy-acety- 
lene. process of welding, which is a work of 
any.good repair shop, or at least can be takes 
care of by it. 

If the crack is exceedingly small a tempo- 
rary repair can be made by the use of a 
solution of sal ammoniac, which when in- 
serted into the crack temporarily forme rust 
and closes the opening. Another temporary 
repair may be made by the use of a mixture 
ef glycerine and litharge. In this case the 
parts should be thoroughly cleaned and the 
litharge and glycerine made into a soft paste 
and f@rced into the crack. It should be left 
to harden over night, and will then become 
almost as solid as the metal itself. 

Naturally enough, however, the wall of the 
water jacket has become weakened, and it 
is better to resort to welding process te 
make a permanent repair, thus saving the 
expense of a complete new pair of cylinders. 

Tt is still a better scheme to avoid the 
necessity of going through all this work by 
taking the precaution of watching weather 
predictions and providing some form of anti- 
freezing solution, of which there are many 
en the market, and which may be precured 
at supply houses or garages. 

Glycerine and alcohol. glycerine and cal- 

dium chloride, or denatured alcohol are the 
liquids generally used and each has its own 
supporters. The only advantage in the use of 
glycerine is that it tends to prevent what 
would otherwise be more rapid evaporation, 
but it has the disadvantageous quality of de- 
coming more or less solidified under extreme- 
ly low temperatures, thus tending to clog the 
radiator, and the further. disadvantage of 
being extremely injurious to the rubber hose 
used to connect the water pipes between the 
radiator and the motor.

touches iron. On the other hand, denatured 
alcohol, which may be bought at from 55 
cents to 65 cents per gallon in five gallon lots, 
has none of the objectionable features held 
against the other mixtures. It has the small 
disadvantage of evaporating readily and the 
water in the radiator should be watched with 
care where it is used, because otherwise the 
solution may be so weakened by constantly 
adding water that it paay not prove effective 
on some old night. 

It will be a wise prscaution to see that all 
water connections are tight, so as to prevent 
the loss of any of the liquid, for otherwise 
it will be an expensive proposition to keep 
adding alcohol during the winter months. 
To determine the exact condition of the solu- 
tion and the temperature a freezometer 
should be used. A small amount of the 
solution is taken from the radiator and placed 
in a glass tube, which usually accompanies 
an instrument of this kind, which, when put 
in the tube, will show the exact freezing point 
of the solution. If this ts too high for the 
state of the weather, more alcohol should be 
added in order to bring the solution up to the 
required nonfreezing condition. 

It must not be understood that the addi- 
tion of alcohol to the water will in any man- 
ner tend to make easy starting: it will serve 
ho purpose in this direction, but it will raise 
the boiling point of the water, so that it will 
require watching, else the water in the radia- 
tor is apt to boil over during a hard drive on 
& comparatively warm day. It is suggested

Percentage Freezing potn 
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Ever since automobiles became general in 
use there have been discussions as to what 
is really meant by grade percentage and 
it is doubtful if one motorist in a hundred 
can thoroughly explain the definition. Er- 
travagant stories of hill climbing abilities of 
cars have been told. Only recently the driver 
of a car, who had had years of experience 
and who had traveled over the country from 
one point to another, told of climbing a 30 per 
cent grade for a distance of a mile, and this 
while on his high gear. It would not do to 
say this is impossible, but it is the most m- 
probable thing in the world, inasmuch asa 
80 per cent grade is almost unknown except 
for a short distance. 

Gravity overcomes traction at slightly over 
50 per cent. The new hill at Algonquin, where 
the annual hill climb takes place, has one 
point where it shows 26% per cent grade, but 
only for a short distance, and this te only ne- 
gotiated by the terrible momentum the car 
has attained up to this point. Many cars 
have been unable to make it at all. 

The accompanying diagram explains grade 
percentage better than can be told in cold 
type, and this will show upon examination 
that, for instance, a 95 per cent grade means 
that for every four feet traveled in a hori- 
zontal direction there is à rise of one foot. 

Some years ago dealers were wont to show 

the hill climbing ability of their cars on the 

Twelfth street viaduct of Chicago, giving the 
information to prospective customers that 
this was a 12 per cent grade. As a matter 
of fact, it measured between 5 and 6 per cent, 
and in those times the car that could negoti- 
ate that on high gear was considered some 
car. ’

Upon removing the top of 
the differential housing he found, to his utter 
astonishment, absolutely no grease on the 
gears, which showed traces of having been 
run so dry that they had become purple from 
heat. 0 

While this motorist would have kept a clean 
car, he might have ruined the differentia] 
gears, as well as the pinion and master gear, 
through the lack of grease, and replacement 
of these parts would have meant considerable 
expense.

It is also possible to bulld structures which 
may be put to a variety of uses according 
to the necessities of the varying seasons, 
and in this way reduce expenditures, The 
house described below is ots this type. 

This ie known as the Gillette house, tab- 
ing ite name from the man who designed it. 
It has been tested by practical men for years 
and is giving general satisfaction. 

Size May Be Reduced. 

The original Gillette house was built twenty 
feet square, large enough to accommodate a 
flock of 100 hens, but it may be decreased con- 


The house which is here described is of 
the following dimensions and construction: 
Width, 12 feet; length, 12 feet; sill to plate, 6 
feet; sill to peak, 8 feet. ven span of roof 
sloping to front and rear. 

Main sills, 8x6 inches; cross sills, plates, and 
rafters, 2x4 inches; studding, 2x3 inches; 
sheating, %x6 inches, tongued and grooved. 
Roof and rear wall covered with good quality 
roofing material. 

As constructed the front and rear sille of 
this house—8x6 inch material—form skids, 
which make it easy to move the bullding when 
necessary. The cross sille—2x4 inches—are 
mortised into the skids, and tops being flush. 

It will be observed this gives the end walls a 
clearance of four inches, which is sufficient 
to permit the building to slip over little ob- 
structions when being drawn from place to 
place. There are three of these cross sills, 
one ateach end and another midway between 
these. If the building is permanently located 
m dne place, the skids may be omitted and 
regular 4x4 inch sills substituted all around. 

* * 


General Outside Construction. 
Owing to the fact that the sheathing is 
nailed on perpendicularly, few studs are re- 
quired and these are of light weight. Girts 
are placed midway between sills and plates, 
to which the sheathing is nailed for addi- 
tional strength. 

There are five pairs of rafters, located as 
follows: At each end, in the center, and di- 
rectly over the studs set at the inner side of 
each front door. 

The roof boards run lengthwise of the 
building, projecting about six inches at each 
2 — is the general construction. Note the 
accompanying out for such details as doors 
and windows. Two board doors are placed 
in the front of the house, These are thirty 
inches wide, are hinged to the corner posts, 
and swing inward against the side walls.

Somewhere along the road to farmland 


there should be posted a sign, just as there 


are automobile signs warning Sharp turn 
ahead. It should read., Don’t expect too 
much the first year.” 

“That is one of the real difficulties as I 
pee it,“ said a man. experienced in agricul- 
tural development, who was talking the 
other day about some of the cases with which 
he has come in contact. 

“Many people believe,” he explained, 
“that no working capital is necessary in 
farming; that if they oan onoe get onto the 
land the soil and nature will do the rest for 
them.” 

„Nature and the sofl will do much, but. 
there are some limitations. For example, the 
soil in its raw state is not at its best for the 
growing of plant life. It cannot be expected 


to yield much the first year. All soi] is more i 


or less sour until it has been thoroughly pen- 
etrated by the air, and the transition from 
raw land to productive land takes some time. 

„For these reasons the embryo farmer 
should have sufficient capital to: carry him 
‘through the first year without depending a 
great deal on his first crops. He will also be 
handicapped to a considerable extent by his 
inexperience, which makes it all the more 
imperative thet he should have a working 
capital.

Taylor County, Wisconsin. 

Chicago.—[Forward to the Land Bureau.] 
—I would Uke to secure some information 
about farm land in the vicinity of Chelsea, 
Taylor county, Wisconsin. Would Uke to 
know what the land is best adapted for, as 
I am thinking of going out there in the 
near future. H. G. 

There is no federal soil survey of Taylor 
county, Wisconsin, but that section is m- 
cluded in a preliminary soil survey and re- 
port on agricultural conditions of north-oen- 
tral Wisconsin made by the Wisconsin geo- 
logical and natura! history survey. 

The soil map which accompanies this re- 
port shows the predominating type of soil 
around the town of Chelsea to be what is 
known as Chelsea clay loam. This soil is 
described as a clayey loam mixed with some 
boulders; hilly land; contains more swamps 
and palms. The forest trees are dense hard- 
wooda, hemlock, and pine. Of the crops 
adapted to that soil the report says: 

In all sections where farms have been 
cleared on the clayey loam of this soil forma- 
tion the soil shows itself capable of produc- 
ing good grain and grasses as well as corn 
and potatoes. This soll is in general some- 
what coarser and more porous than the Colby 
loamy clays, and hence is better suited to 
corn and potatoes, though not so strong a 
grass and clover land asthe latter. Never- 
theless it maintains with ease an excellent 
dairy and stock industry. 

A clover rotation with small grains and 
other crops should be maintained upon it, 
and by a wise selection of farm crops built 
about a dairy and stock industry, steady in- 
come will be insured to the farming com- 
munities, Garden truck and small fruits 
can be grown in abundance, and on the well 
drained slopes of the hilly belts the hardier 
fruit trees can be grown with fome success.”

The land located ten miles north of Modesto 
is in aus county, California, which is 
melu in a soil survey of the Modesto- 
Turlock area, California, made in 1908 by 
the bureau of solls of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture. The report includes 
the maximum and minimum temperatures at 
Modesto for a period ranging from the year 
1904 to 1907 Inclusive. During that period 


~ the maximum temperature was 110 degrees 


in July, 1905, while the minimum was 80 de- 
gress in December, 1905. The normal an- 
nual temperature is 63.8 degrees and the nor- 
mal annual precipitation at Modesto is 0.04 
inches. ; 

The soll map that accompanies the report 
indicates there is a spotted condition of soil 
types at a point ten miles north of Modesto, 
near the town of Escalon, on the Santa Fé 
railway, three different types of soil being 
located in that section. They are Fresno fine 
sand, Freeno sandy loam, and Oakdale coarse 
sandy loam, 

Of the adaptation of the Fresno fine sand 
the report says: 


— — — 


Under the old system of dry farming the 
Fresno sandy loam was one of the most pro- 
ductive grain soils, and when so farmed 
still produces good crops. Where it is of 
good depth and well drained it is a product- 
ive, easily cultivated soil, well suited to 
irrigation. It is one of the best alfalfa soils 
in the area, and taken as a.whole is the most 
valuable soil for general agricultural and 
horticultural purposes, Figs, peaches, ol- 
ives, berries, vines, melons, vegetables, and 
in fact any plant suited to this climate and 
requiring a warm, light soil can be grown on 
it suocessfully,’”’ 

Of the Oakdale coarse sandy loam the re- 
port says: 

“The soil seems espectally adapted to the 
growing of strawberries, bramble berries, 
and almonds, for which it is used extensively 
in the vicinity of Oakdale. The berries are 
irrigated, but almonds are grown without ir- 
rigation.

There is no mention in the report as to the 
system of irrigation followed, but of irriga- 
tion in the area it says in part:

HAS MILLIONS OF PAPERS. 


Now One of the Three Greatest 
Such Collections in the 
World. 


BY FRANK G. CARPENTER. * 
(Copyright: 1013: By Frank G. Carpenter.] 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 17.—[Special.}— 
Within the last five years some of the most 
important historical work ever done for this 
nation has been going on in the library of 
congress. 

This library has deen collecting the raw 
material of the history of the United States 
and that of the American colonies. It holds, 
gathered together from every available 
source, the private papers and letters of our 
presidents and our greatest statesmen. It 
includes the transcribing from the archives 
of foreign countries every document that 
relates to the American colonies, as well as 
all the material in manuscript form that 
sheds light upon the true story of the making 
of the American nation. 

Already the manuscript division of the 
library ranks among the three greatest 
manuscript collections of the world. Its pa- 
pers and letters now surpass in extent and 
value those of any other library or govern- 
ment of Europe, excepting perhaps the Brit- 
ish museum in London and the Bibliothéque 
Nationalein Paris. The work so far has been 
in active operation for only about five years, 
and the collections are increasing so rapidly 
that our division of manuscripts will have 
more of such material than any other similar 
collection in the world. 


Millions of Papers, 

The correspondence, private papers, and 
other documents already in hand are actually 
numbered by millions. There are more than 
100,000 letters of the Washington correspond- 
ence, there are 30,000 or 40,000 of the private 
papers and letters of Andrew Jackson, and 
there are other papers of almost every presi- 
dent down to the civil war. 

There are thousands of unpublished letters 
of American statesmen and politicians, in- 
cluding the complete papers of Alexander 
Hamilton, Duff Green, Salmon P. Chase, and 
Edwin M. Stanton. The papers of John Sher- 
man are here and those of Gideon Welles, as 
well as those of Gen. Sherman and Gen. Mo- 
Clellan. There are also naval papers, papers 
relating to our commercial hstory, and up- 
ward of 100.000 folios of transcripts of docu- 
ments relating to American colonial history. 
There is scientific correspondence and liter 
ary correspondence, the latter including let- 
ters of the two Brownings, Marion Crawford, 
Mark Twain, and James Whitcomb Riley. 

The greater part of the material is new, 
and as I shall show, further on in my talk 
with Mr. Gaillard Hunt, who ts in charge of 
this collection, much of it will throw a new 
light upon history, and the most of it has 
never been published. 


In the Reading Boom. 

But first let me give you some idea of the 
manuscript division of the National library. 
It is in the northwest pavilion on the second 
floor of the building. It consists of a circular 
reading room about 100 feet in diameter, book 
stacks running off from it containing the 
hundreds of great volumes bound in red 
morocco, in which these priceless letters and 
papers are so carefully pasted. The reading 
room is in the shape of a dome, with a eircu- 
lar mahogany desk in the center, about which 
those who handle the manuscripts must sit. 

The arrangement is such that the readers 


| are never out of sight of the chief of the 


division or his assistant. The room is flooded 
with light, and all handling of papers is done 
under the Argus eyes of the attendants. Den 
the private office of Mr. Gaillard Hunt is 
surrounded by glass, and he has the whole of 
the workings constantly before him. 

Around the reading room are cases which 
contain a card index catalogue to certain 
divisions of the collection. This index is a 
general one. The material is go vast that it 
would be impossible to index it in detail, and it 
is only by coming here in person that the his- 
torical student or writer can get the material 
for his work. 

Nevertheless, these hundreds of thousanas 
of letters and papers have been made wonder- 
fully accessible, and they are being so cared 
for that from now on they will be practically 
indestructible. 


Books Worth Weight in Gold. 

Come with me into the book stacks where 
the manuscripts are kept. We are in a great 
room 100 feet or more long, filled with steel 
cases, which run back on each side from a 
central aisle. The cases are in stacks three 
stories high. The whole is a skeleton of steel. 
The rooms are fireproof and the manuscripts 
re stored away in great volumes as big as 
the biggest family Bible, each having its own 
place in this steel construction. 

There are thousands of these volumes, each 
containing hundreds of pages, and each page 
holding a letter or paper, many of which are 
worth their weight in gold. The papers are 
classified according to the president or period 
to which they relate. Many of them are in 
collections, such as the Washington docu- 
ments, the Madison documents, and the John 
Sherman papers, but all are chronologically 
arra ged., and every letter and paper has been 
so prepared and pasted that it can be easily 
got at to be photographed er copied, 

When you remember that, as I have said, 
the collection already numbers several mil- 
lions of letters and papers, one can appre- 
clate the vast work that is going on. At 
present a force of three men and three wom- 
en are engaged in mounting the documents. 
The papers as bought by the library are 
often in a deplorable condition, but they are 
taken and treated eo that they will last gor. 
ever. 

Each manuscript has its own treatment ac- 
cording to its needs, the work being an im- 
provement on that origina by Father 
Fhrly of the vatican library, until the 
work began here was the past master in the 

art of preserving and renovating old manu- 
pee One method used to keep the tat- 
tered and torn and crumbling worm eaten 
papers together is by smoothing them out 
and covering them with a fine silk gauze 
known as crepeline. This stuff is so delicate 
that it can hardly be detected when it covers 
the writing. but it holds the papers for all 
time to come.

How did the state department acquire 
these papers?”

They were bought by congress away back 
in the 40s. For some unknown reason con- 
gress was particularly generous at that pe- 
riod and it appropriated a large sum for the 
purchase of the papers of Washington, Jef- 
ferson, Madison, and Hamilton. It paid 
about $25,000 for the first installment of the 
Washington papers and about thé same for 
the second installment. It bought two sets 
of Madison papers, giving $30,000 for one 
and $20,000 for another. It gave $25,000 for 
the papers of Alexander Hamilton and about 
$20,000 for those of James Monroe. It also 
gave $25,000 for the Jefferson papers.

“ These payments had no reference to the 
value of the manuscripts, dnd they were 
mostly made in order to assist the descend- 
ants of the several statesmen and presidents, 
This was especially so with the money paid 
for the Madison papers. It was to relieve the 
wants of Dolly Madison, and the money was 
so appropriated that it was paid to her in 
installments. This was mostly on account of 
her wayward son, Payne Todd, who had 
spent the greater part of his mother’s fortune 
and who would have probably spent this if 
he could have gotten it. It was due to this 
provision that Dolly Madison had 
to maintain her in her old age. She in 
comfort here at het house om Lafayette 
park.” 

“Has congress recently bought any im- 
portant collection of manuscripts?” . 

“No, congress has bought no collections 
by direct appropriation for a great many 
years, The library itself has bought a largs 
number, but a great part of our manuscripts 
are given to us. The accessions to thé 
division come in three different ways. Some 
of them are given, others are bought at a 
kai price; and others are acid to the brary 
for a sum entirely out of proportion to the 
value. Many people would not sell thetr 
papers to any other institution or 
but being poor they are willing to take what 
the government thinks it can give, which 
always is much less than the same mane 
script weuld bring at a private sale.” a

There is nothing complicated in the way of 
machinery. Common, ordinary glycerin is 
used and the mixture of nitric and sulphuric 
acids is allowed to run into a tank which has 
been eaquippéd with cooling coils for the pur- 
pose, keeping the température at a given 
point. 

Some of the men engaged in this work have 
been at it for a great many years. Many of 
them graduated from the old Pennsylvania 
oil felds, where nitroglycerin was ordinarily 
made right on the spot and used for the blast- 
ing of oll wens. 


It is necessary to keep the temperature 
within a range of a few degrees, and for this 
purpose the cooling coils are operated ip 
connection with a refrigerating plant, a com- 
pressed air coll and a chemical agitator or 
Steerer. The last two are used only for emer- 
gency purposes. If, for instance, the temper- 
ature should rise suddenly, the operator 
would shut off the flow of glycerin into the 
seid bath and start up his agitator or air 
coll, as the case might be. 

For illustration, a serious explosion ec- 
curred in ons of the buildings in a large 
powder plant some years ago, destroying the 
electric wiring so that the chemical agitator 
was stopped. The same accident put out of 
commission the pump which delivered cold. 
brine to the man who was making this partic- 
Ular lot of nitroglycerin. He had nothing 
left but his compressed air. 

Quick as a flash he shut off the supply of

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HURLSTONE HARD T of London 

has begun to train a species of bee 

or hornets called the Vespa crabo. 

@ One season, when in despair of ob- 

taining any hornets for his experi- 

ments, he took hold of two colonies of the 

large, Common bumblebee and some wasps. 

With the assistance of two colleagues he 

smoked and dug out a nest of three hori- 
zontal combs full of these insects 

They were placed in central hive with a 
few young wasps and a queen wasp. The 
young ones were newly born and could hardly 
fly. This did not deter them from cleaning 
and feeding the young wasps still left in the 
combs. Mr. Hardy and his aids fed these em- 
bryos with house flies, insects, and jam, and 
in about a week a sufficient brood of newly 
hatched working wasps were able to fare 
forth and forage for food. Thus they reared 
the whole brood 

The first strangé discovery made was that 
certain lazy wasps made a habit of alight- 
ing on the boards of their bumblebee neigh- 
bors and there awaiting and begging for food. 
There never were any threats or fights of 
any kind, but the bees willingly fed the 
wasps without realizing that thus they 
fatally neglected their own broods. 

Mr. Hardy's wasps never entered the nests 
of the bumblebees, nor did either of them 
resent his approach. The only thing that 
made-them so far forget themselves as to 
grow vicious and undomestic was to shake 
their hive. 

Mr. Hardy also discovered hornets busy 
around four straw hives in the front garden 
of his cottage. He kept these hornets as 
pets without any bees around. The habits of 
hornets, according to Mr. Hardy, differ much 
from those of his wasps. Hornets, he says, 
are, in spite of the popular notion to the 
contrary, gentle, inoffensive, tameable crea- 
tures, suitable for pets. Accustomed to hunt 
high in the tree tops, the hornet really re- 
mains in ignorance of the savagery of the 
average schoolboy. It is rare indeed to find 
hornets that suffer from malice of man or 
the shrieking fervor of a timorous maid at 
the mere sight of them. 

The service of a hornet 18 rwhelmi 
beneficial to woods and put sores Ther tore 
age in midsummer mostly at night and they 
avoid the light except when driven in search 
of food. While the honey bee gathers from 
sunrise to sunset, the hornet wor 
at an earlier and a later hour. 80 says Mr. 
Hardy. Indeed they sleep little and work 
practically throughout the twenty-four 
hours, weather permitting. 

Hornets can be made great pets in con- 
trast to wasps. because they start new col- 
onles every year in the same hives or even 
the hive itself and see the queen at work. 
There is-no danger at all. If you care to 
Make pets of them install them either in 
front of your cottage or high up near the 
top of your house, because those innocent, 
gentie, and useful insects like to fly high.

but its use for spinal meningitis is rare, and 
physicians and surgeons throughout the city 
are showing considerable interest, as it is 
certain that the cure is complete. 

When the child was first taken to the hos- 
pital her temperature was 105, but after the 
first injection it dropped slightly. The next 
use of the needle brought it down consid- 
erably, and after the third injection her tem- 
perature became normal. The fourth in- 
jection was administered as a precaution. 

Medical men have been much interested in 
the fact that a large number of horses in 
Chicago have been deliberately made blind 
to make them more easily managed. The 
report of agents of the Anti-cruelty society, 
whose curiosity was aroused by the docility 
of young and apparently normal animals, 
shows this to be the case. Warrants were 
properly asked for horse dealers accused of 
the mutilations. 

These horses were blinded by men, who 
guarantee to purchasers that they will not 
shy and need no blinders. A needle is jabbed 
through each eye. The wound is scarcely 
noticeable, but a horse so treated never sees 
again. Peddlers in partioular desire horses 
which are quiet, and the blinding of the ani- 
mals has been put on @ commercial basis. 
The reason that physicians are particular- 
ly interested in this discovery made in Chi- 
cago is because every now and then a sus- 
picious epidemic of eye diseases breaks out 
among horses. The pus and matter from 
their eyes is highly infectious, and teems 
with bacteria that may infect men. A man 
by the name of Riggs, fond of horses, re- 
cently died at Baltimore from ea mysterious 
affection, the cause and cure of which is ab- 
solutely unknown to pathologists. It has 
been suggested that in Baltimore and else- 
where instead of puncturing the eyeballs 
of horses, the unscrupulous dealers inocu- 
late the yellow matter from the eye of one 
horse to the eyes of other animals. Thus 
they become blind seemingly by “ contract- 
ing a disease in a natural manner.

Train Help Must Be Healthy. 

An important ruling that should be fol- 
lowed by every hotel, dining room, restau- 
rant, and public eating room, as well as by 
summer resorts and railroads, has been put 
into effect by a great interstate corpora- 
tion. A big railroad company has estab- 
lished a rule which debars from employ- 
ment in its dining car and restaurant de- 
partment any person with even a tendency 
toward a communicable disease. There is 
to be a quarterly physical examination of 
every employé who has anything to do with 
the preparation or serving of food. Dish- 
washers, kitchen helpers, cooks, and wait- 
ers, white and colored, must undergo a rigid 
test, and only a 100 per cent report on their 
physical condition will permit their remain- 
ing in the service. 

While those suffering from tuberculosis, 
diseases of tne eye or skin; or any other 
communicable disease may not be employed 
in any capacity where they might come in 
contact with food, the further precaution is 
taken in debarring them from employment 
in places where linens and tableware are 
kept. 

Dramatic and even tragic was the emer- 
gency operation of Dr. Claude Bouchon of 
France. Dr. Bouchon, who is a surgeon, hap- 
pened along one of the Parisian boulevards 
where a terrible automobile accident had 
just occurred. It was evident that one of the 
party had been instantly killed and the others 


. but slightly bruised. Dr. Bouchon, who re- 


ports the matter to the French Academy of 
Medicine, says that he and one of his assist- 
ants with two trained nurses were returning

All ot this was done in ten minutes from the 
time of the accident. While Dr. Bouchon 
thus tenderly massaged the heart his assist - 

ant cut a tiny slit in the dead man’s windpipe 
and established artificial breathing. Sudden- 
ly to their pleased surprise the dead man's 
color began to bb and flow and the heart 
started to pulsate without assistance from 
Dr. Bouchon. Lo and behold here was a man 
stark dead for ten minutes brought back to 
life. 

Unluckily for a happy ending to my story 
Dr. Bouchon's patient probably from com- 
plications otherwise not observed again died 
a short time afterwards and it was not possi- 
ble this time to call back his wandering soul. 
But the prophecy held out by Dr. Carrel’s 
laboratory experiments was fulfilled and a 
man dead ten minutes was made to live again. 
There is no doubt that other similar attempts 
will be more permanently triumphant and 
dead men will, if the doctor geta there soon 
enough, tell many tales. 

Although Dr. Theobald Smith of Boston in 
a classical monograph that has become his- 
torical proved that the human and bovine 
bacilli that produce tuberculosis in man and 
beast are unquestionably different, it has re- 
mained for Dr. J. Fraser of the British Medi- 
cal society to get all scoffing at rest by estab- 
lishing a test that is beyond dispute. If the 
pus, he states, is removed from a tuberculous 
bone and then mixed with a colony of cattle 
bacilli and a colony of human tubercle bacilli, 
this pus, if kept in an incubator. will destroy 
the particular kind of bacilli that it is used to. 
If the malady is caused by the bovine type of 
germ, this is the colony that will be destroyed. 
If due to the human variety, the cattle kind 
will survive and the human will die out.

Too Many Short Patrolmen. 

An important physical problem that phyel- 
ologists are called upon to explain is the 
fact that there are so many short men that 
the St. Louis board of police commissioners, 
for instance, has been compelled to cut the 
height of patrolmen from 5 feet 9 inches to 5 
feet 8 inches. The fact has been noted not 
only in this country but even among the old 
and proud English. It has been shown by 
Dr. Karl Pearson, the great eugenist, that 
within the memory and measurement of this 
generation the average height of the multi- 
tude—the mob, as he unkindly calls us—has 
decreased half an inch. 

What is to be done about it? What ts the 
cause?

Cut the Weeds and Grew Wheat 
on City’s Acres :

WO years ago I came home from my

Some people were sitting on 
the porch of a house nearby, and I heard 
them complaining of the looks of the lot and 
the dangers liable to result from the weeds— 
both as to footpads and from illness. The 
complaints remained in my mind as I went 
home, and I found that I was asking myself 
why the real estate companies did not keep 
the weeds on the vacant lot mowed. And

That night I sat by my window a long 
time, thinking and puzzling, figuring now 
and then on a sheet of paper nearby, and by 
the time I was ready for bed, my plans were 
formulated. 

I had $100. That would be enough to pay 
fora mowing machine. Asto the rest, I must 


work the next morning. With the telephone 
@irectory before me, I carefully listed the 
names of every real estate firm in the city, 
and then, one by one, I started out to visit 
them and to put up my proposition. I figured 
every real estate firm in the city must have 
at least 500 feet of vacant property, and I 
knew if I could interest one-fourth of them 
my living would be assured. 

My proposition was simply this: Weeds are 
unsightly, they hamper the looks ofa lot and 
prohibit a close examination when à pros 
pective buyer wants to go over the property, 
they are objectionable to the neighbors; they 
hide the signs of the real estate companies 
thereon and thereby detract from the pos- 
sibility of selling the lot, and they form a 
breeding place for disease. My proposition 
was that, for $3 per frontage of 100 feet, I 
would keep the weeds mowed from the time 
of the contract until the middle of September. 
It seemed to bea pretty good proposition, and 
the real estate dealers thought it was also. 

My first day’s work netted me contracts for 
5,000 feet or thereabouts of vacant property. 
Bo, you see, I had $150 worth of work lined up 
already. But I had only begun and I had 
seen the smallest dealers firset—for the simple 
reason I wanted to be able to say I was gain- 
ing contracts when I went to the big men to 
get their work. It helped, too. The next day 
I began weeing dealers who controlled more 
land, making the stipulation, of course, I 
was to be paid whether the land sold or not, 
for the simple reason the mowing of the 
weeds would be one of the things that would 
sell the lots. .
